Terms and Conditions of Sale

January 10,1997 

1. This is a public auction and mail-bid sale 
held by Heritage Numismatic Auctions, 
Inc., a licensed and bonded auctioneer 
(the “Auctioneer”). 

2. Although the Auctioneer may not with¬ 
draw any lot after a call for bids has been 
made with respect to that lot, the con¬ 
signor of the property may participate in 
the auction by bid, and may purchase his 
lot from the auction sale for his own 
account. Notice of the consignor’s liberty 
to bid is hereby made in accordance with 
Article 2 of the Texas Uniform Commercial 
Code. A consignor is required to place his 
bids on his property no later than 48 
hours prior to the commencement of the 
auction sale. If the consignor is the suc¬ 
cessful bidder on his lot(s), and has failed 
to place his bids on those lots more than 
48 hours prior to the auction sale, then 
the consignor is required to pay both the 
appropriate seller’s fee and buyer’s fee. 

3. The highest bidder acknowledged by the 
Auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event 
of any dispute between bidders, the 
Auctioneer may at his sole discretion 
immediately put the lot up for sale again. 
The Auctioneer’s decision shall be final 
and binding upon all bidders. 

4. A buyer’s premium equal to 10% of the 
successful bid price will be added to each 
invoice (buyer’s fee), unless the purchase 
is made by a consignor’s bid on the con¬ 
signor’s property, in which case a different 
fee is charged. This fee may be different 
than the buyer’s fee. The buyer’s fee/or 
the fee are payable by the buyer as part of 
the total purchase price. 

5. All bids are to be per lot as numbered in 
this catalog, and no lots will be broken. 
The Auctioneer reserves the right to group 
two or more lots together and to with¬ 
draw, prior to a call for bids, any lot or lots 
from the sale. Bids will be accepted in 
whole dollar amounts only. 

6. All sales are strictly for cash in United 
States dollars.

Shipping, handling, and insur¬ 
ance charges will be added to invoices for 
lots delivered by mail. The minimum 
charge is $10.00 plus $0.25 per coin 
Successful overseas bidders shall provide 
written shipping instructions to the 
Auctioneer for any lots to be delivered 
outside of the United States, including 
specified customs declarations.Any risk of 
loss during shipment will be borne by the 
buyer following Auctioneer’s delivery to 
the designated common carrier. All ship¬ 
ping charges will be borne by the suc¬ 
cessful bidder. 

7. We will mail an invoice to all successful 
mail/FAX/phone bidders. If the auction 
invoice(s) or notice of successful bids 
submitted by the Auctioneer is not paid in 
full when due, the unpaid balance will 
bear interest at the highest rate permitted 
by law until paid from the date of the auc¬ 
tion, and if the Auctioneer refers the 
invoice(s) to an attorney for collection, 
the buyer agrees to pay attorney’s fees, 
court costs, and other collection costs 
incurred by the Auctioneer.

In the 
event a successful bidder fails to pay all

CERTIFIED HALF CENTS 


1 1793 VG 10 Corroded, Scratched ANACS. B-l, C-l, High R.3. 
Dark brown and showing some minor porosity, but not as much as 
often seen on this issue. A number of small scratches on Liberty’s 
head and face are noted. A specimen for the collector on a budget. 

2 1835 MS 62 Brown PCGS. A typically bold strike that is hampered 
by a few minor facial marks. The color is an even brown tinged in 
coppery-red. 

CERTIFIED LARGE CENTS 


3 1851 MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Patchy steel-blue patina on the 
obverse, with bright, unfaded orange color over the balance of the 
coin. Reasonably well struck and displaying evidence of die rust on 
the portrait. 

4 1855 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Upright 5s. Splendid rose patina 
intermixes with coppery-gold coloration on the obverse and, to a 
small degree, about the reverse periphery. Some weakness on a few 
of the stars, otherwise intricately detailed. 

CERTIFIED FLYING EAGLE CENT 

5 1857 MS 64 NGC. Well struck on both sides with some rich-golden 
patina on each side. A choice, very attractive Hying Eagle type coin. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN CENTS 

6 1859 MS 65 NGC. A sharply struck example of this important one- 
year type. The surfaces are virtually abrasion-free and are accented 
in delicate rose patina. 

7 1864 Bronze MS 65 Red NGC. Lovely golden-tan color with speck¬ 
led overtones on either side. Softly struck (as usual) on the feathers. 

8 1864 L On Ribbon XF 45 ANACS. Snow-3. Repunched date, most 
dramatic on the 18. Dark-brown surfaces with some streaks of 
lighter color on the reverse. 

9 1866 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Razor sharp with an arc of sea- 
green and violet toning on the lower half of the obverse. 

10 1866 MS 64 Red NGC. Bright copper-gold color with fully defined 
feather tips, and a slightly grainy appearance. Quite scarce in full red 
condition. 

11 1868 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. Nearly full original red, show¬ 
ing just the lightest smudging in the centers. An outstanding, fully 
struck early Indian cent. 

12 1870 Fine 15 ANACS. An evenly worn specimen that does show 
partial wear into the the BE and Y in LIBERTY, but is altogether 
complete. Scarce and popular 1870s issue. 

13 1874 MS 65 Brown ANACS. A scarcer date in the series, this spec¬ 
imen is fully struck and displays an even chocolate-brown appear¬ 
ance with some mint red hiding in the crevices on the reverse. 


^^MBULLEM 

1874 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Lustrous and mostly red, with 
only slight fading on the highpoints of the portrait and the recessed 
area inside the wreath. A sharply struck, carbon-free gem. 

1876 MS 65 Red NGC. Fully struck on the obverse with complete 
mint luster that is undiminished by the passage of time. Very scarce 
as a gem and with full red color. Trends $2,900. 

1877 AU 53 NGC. A chestnut-brown specimen with a touch of 
weakness on the first three feather tips, as is often the case on this 
famous Indian cent rarity. Some faded red color is still seen clinging 
to the devices. 

1879 MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Razor sharp with steel-violet 
overtones dominating the central areas of the obverse, the balance 
exhibiting faded coppery-red. 

1880 MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS, remnants of mint color about 
the devices; and an 1897 MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS, rich pump¬ 
kin-orange and coppery-gold surfaces. (Total: 2 coins) 

1883 MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Lustrous, even, semi-reflective 
surfaces, toned a deep greenish-gray across much of the obverse. 

Both the needle sharp detail and glittering luster are suggestive of a 
proof striking. 

1886 Type Two MS 65 Brown NGC. The last feather points 
between the C and A of AMERICA, as seen on all issues after this 
date. Rich, chocolate toning is present on both sides, with some 
brick-red accents at the borders. Quite scarce in mint state. Trends 
$1,850. 

1897 MS 65 Brown ANACS, a bold strike is complemented with 
even chocolate patina; and a 1907 MS 65 Red and Brown ANACS, 
only the slightest muting keeps this from the “full red” class. (Total: 

2 coins) 

1900 MS 66 Red NGC. Raming reddish-orange color, with swirling 
luster emanating from both sides. Only careful preservation and 
dumb luck could leave a nearly century-old copper coin this nice. 

1901 MS 62 Red NGC, some darkening on the highpoints; and a 
1909 Indian MS 64 Red and Brown NGC, rich pumpkin-orange 
color in the protected areas. (Total: 2 coins) 

CERTIFIED PROOF INDIAN CENTS 

1859 PR 64 PCGS. Of the 800 pieces reportedly struck, it is esti¬ 
mated that this issue is far rarer than the mintage suggests. Many 
proofs either entered circulation or were melted at the end of the 
year. Glassy, lightly colored surfaces appear close to gem quality, 
save for a tiny planchet flake below the E in CENT. An important 
and underrated one-year proof type. 

1862 PR 64 NGC. Well mirrored and void of discernable carbon, the 
surfaces display splashes of warm honey-golden color. A desirable 
example of this short-lived type. 

1864 Copper-Nickel PR 64 PCGS. Last year of the copper-nickel 
alloy for small cents and one of only five dates in the series. These 
early proofs are very scarce, and much more desirable than the later 
issues because of the need for copper-nickel pieces for type sets. 

This is a nicely reflective coin that has rich golden-red color rather 
than the pale honey-tan usually seen. 

1864 Copper-Nickel PR 64 NGC. Final year of this five-year design, 
much underrated when it comes to locating a proof type coin, and 
one of a mere 370 proofs issued for the year. Rashy two-toned sur¬ 
faces with a few microscopic carbon flecks on the obverse. 

1868 PR 64 Red and Brown NGC. The mirrored surfaces have taken 
on a fine speckling of brown patina with much underlying red still 
evident. The reverse is rotated nearly 180 degrees as often found on 
proof cents of this date. 

1872 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. Evenly and naturally mellowed 
to an autumn-brown hue, with remnants of red about the margins. A 
desirable proof due to the scarcity of business strikes and a legiti¬ 
mate scarcity as a gem 
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30 1878 PR 64 Red NGC. Bright golden-tan with a trace of smudging 
on either side that keeps it out of the gem class. 

31 1880 PR 65 Red PCGS. Reflective autumn-gold surfaces, just a faint 
spot or two from superb quality. 

32 1882 PR 63 Brown NGC. Mostly brown with some subtle red and 
blue undertones when turned under a light. 

33 1884 PR 65 Red and Brown NGC. Vibrant rich-orange surfaces with 
blushes of rose through the center of the reverse. 

34 1886 PR 64 Red and Brown NGC. Deep reddish-gold color overlaid 
on the obverse in an arc of green and violet toning. The reverse 
exhibits dusky steel-violet overtones. 

35 1898 PR 65 Red and Brown PCGS. Dazzling reddish-orange 
obverse easily merits a full red designation, but a trifle subdued on 
the reverse. 

36 1902 PR 64 Red PCGS. Gorgeous rose iridescent accents on the 


CERTIFIED LINCOLN CENTS 


37 1909 VDB cent MS 64 Red PCGS, fully struck as usual with rich red 
color; 1883 No Cents nickel MS 63 PCGS, smudgy golden patina 
atop sharply defined surfaces; and an 1879-S dollar MS 63 PCGS, 
frosty and extremely appealing. (Total: 3 coins) 

38 1909 VDB MS 66 Red PCGS; 1919-S MS 63 Red and Brown 
PCGS; and a 1928-D MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. (Total: 3 coins) 

39 1909-S VDB MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. An attractive and obvi¬ 
ously original example of this always popular first year issue. Bright 
red mint luster underbes the speckled brown patina seen over both 
sides. 

40 1910-S MS 65 Red PCGS. This semi-key coin is very boldly struck 
and enhanced with a rich, deep-red background, and it is only a tiny 
carbon fleck away from a higher grade designation. 

41 1914 MS 64 Red NGC, one minor spot above Lincoln's brow; 1919- 
S MS 64 Red and Brown NGC, sharply struck with most of its mint 
red intact; and a 1920 MS 66 Red NGC, pristine pinkish-gold sur¬ 
faces with outstanding luster. (Total: 3 coins) 

42 1914-D VG 8 ANACS, a full-rimmed example of this Lincoln key; 
and a 1924-D XF 45 ANACS, glossy surfaces with a few minor 
marks and steel-blue highbghts. (Total: 2 coins) 

43 1919-S MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS. The strike on this near-gem 
specimen is virtually full and lovely rose-violet accents are seen on 
either side. 

44 1924-D MS 65 Red and Brown NGC. Gem examples of this rare 
and important semi-key are always in demand by collectors. This 
piece, while not fully struck, does have satiny luster that has mel¬ 
lowed several shades to a reddish-brown with blue and green accents 
on the highpoints. Carbonless surfaces and mostly problem-free 
throughout. 

45 1925-S MS 64 Red PCGS. An exceedingly difficult Lincoln cent to 
locate with its full, original mint red still present. This pale yellow- 
gold specimen, while just a trifle soft on the portrait of Lincoln, is 
very well defined overall. 

46 1926 MS 66 Red ANACS, fiery golden-red color; 1928-S MS 64 
Red NGC, a bold striking kept from the gem level by a few obverse 
field marks; 1931-D MS 64 Red and Brown PCGS, streaky over¬ 
tones with a blush of deep rose across Lincoln’s portrait; and a 1934 
MS 67 Red ANACS, virtually as struck. (Total: 4 coins) 

47 1927-S MS 64 Red PCGS. A bold striking for this conditionally elu¬ 
sive issue, displaying warm golden-red color and a crescent of deep¬ 
er orange on the right side of the reverse. 

48 1930 MS 67 Red NGC, four pieces, all spotless, fiery gems. (Total: 
4 coins) 


49 1931-D MS 65 Red PCGS. A fiery, splendidly preserved example of 
this Depression-era cent and a true rarity in this remarkable condi¬ 
tion. Population: 50 in 65, only 4 are higher. 

50 1959-D Cent—Extra D Inside Second 9—MS 64 Red ANACS. A 
wildly misplaced mintmark punch with a D laying alongside the 
inner curve of the 9 in the date. Most unusual and only the second 
piece we have seen. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LINCOLN CENTS 

51 1911 PR 64 Red and Brown NGC. Acarbon-free specimen that bor¬ 
ders on gem quabty and is toned here and there in splashes of russet 
and sea-green. 

52 1938 PR 63 Red PCGS, bright with a few scattered hairlines; and a 
1938 PR 65 Red PCGS, beautiful red-crimson colors. (Total: 2 

53 1940 PR 65 Red PCGS, three pieces, one exhibiting a pale yellow- 
gold appearance and the others more golden-orange in color. (Total: 

54 1940 PR 66 Red NGC. Fully detailed with lovely, original color and 
outstanding mint brilhance. 

55 1941 PR 66 Red NGC. Bright, ghttering surfaces that have survived 
unfaded and unhairlined. 

56 Arun of proof Lincoln cents from 1950 through 1955, all PR 67 Red 
examples certified by NGC. All display fiery red color and sparkling 
mirrors. (Total: 6 coins) 

57 1960 Large Date over Small Date PR 65 Red and Brown ANACS. 
Struck from a rehubbed die and only the third such example we have 
sold of this scarce variety. 

CERTIFIED TWO-CENT PIECES 

58 1864 MS 63 Red and Brown PCGS. Extremely lustrous with origi¬ 
nal, glossy luster and considerable mint color adhering to the 
obverse devices. 

59 1864 MS 64 Red and Brown NGC. Boldly struck with glimmers of 
original red still very much in evidence in the protected areas of the 

60 1864 MS 66 Red and Brown NGC. A splendid, carbon-free speci¬ 
men that has mellowed only slightly from its original golden-tan col¬ 
oration and exhibits a dash of orange patina across the obverse. 

61 1864 MS 65 Red PCGS. The surfaces display a vibrant and original 
golden-tan color that exhibit only the slightest mellowing in more 
than 13 decades since its Civil War era origin. 

62 1865 MS 65 Red NGC. Boldly struck with honey-golden color that 
is just beginning to mellow on the reverse. Minor stain along upper 
obverse border. 

63 1867 VF 20 ANACS. Doubled Die Obverse, Breen-2392 (scarce). 
Glossy brown with clear doubling in the motto. 

64 1869 MS 65 Red NGC. A boldly struck gem with flashy orange and 
lime-green iridescence on the reverse. A few minor stains are noticed 
on the right side of the obverse. 

CERTIFIED PROOF TWO-CENT PIECES 

65 1866 PR 65 Red PCGS. A gem with deeply reflective surfaces and 
very clean fields. One tiny spot on the reverse is hidden between the 
AM of AMERICA. 

66 1871 PR 64 Red and Brown PCGS. Mellowed to an even reddish- 
tan hue, with reflective qualities that seem to be hidden under a layer 
of light patina.

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CERTIFIED PROOF THREE-CENT SILVER 

67 1868 PR 64 PCGS. Each side is blanketed in milky gray-gold pati¬ 

na, hardly affecting the underlying mirror surfaces. Only 600 proofs 
were produced out of a total mintage of 4,100 pieces. 

CERTIFIED THREE-CENT NICKEL 


68 1880 MS 66 PCGS. An extraordinarily vibrant business strike, one 

of a mere 20,000 pieces struck, and far scarcer than a similarly pre¬ 
served proof. The surfaces are completely brilliant and display the 
cartwheel luster of a silver coin. 

CERTIFIED PROOF THREE-CENT NICKELS 


69 1866 PR 64 PCGS. Sparkling two-toned obverse that is free from 
carbon, but is a couple of hairlines short of gem quality. Light gray 
patina across the reverse. Scarcer early proof. 

70 1869 PR 65 NGC. Deeply mirrored with moderate cameo contrast 
and light, even color. An area of planchet dullness is noted on the 
obverse between the last digit of the date and the final A of AMER¬ 
ICA. A scarce, low mintage proof issue. 

71 1872 PR 65 NGC. Light golden patina partially overlays both sides. 

CERTIFIED SHIELD NICKELS 

72 1867 No Rays MS 64 PCGS. Most brilliant and very well struck in 
all areas save for the right side of the reverse. 

73 1873 MS 65 NGC. Sharp and original, with occasional golden pati¬ 
na on each side. Considered a common date in circulated grades, but 
well struck gems are anything but common. 

74 1883 MS 66 NGC. Sharply detailed with a near absence of toning 
and bright, coruscating luster. Terrific quality in this final year type 
coin. 

75 1883 MS 66 PCGS. Intensely lustrous with only a whisper of gold¬ 
en peripheral color accenting the sharply detailed surfaces. Final 
year of type and a superior type coin. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SHIELD NICKELS 

76 1873 PR 65 NGC. The glistening mirrors are tinted a light golden 
hue on each side. A tiny carbon spot is noted just below the 7 in the 
date. 

77 1874 PR 65 NGC. A moderately reflective proof with the appearance 
of an exceptional quality business strike. Both sides show a blush of 
golden and sky-blue toning which is iridescent and very pleasing to 
the eye. This is a lovely example of the date and one that will make 
a nice addition to any collection. One of only 700 proofs struck and 
one of the lower mintages of the series. 

78 1875 PR 65 NGC. Highly reflective and displaying some pale gold¬ 
en toning. A scarcer date among proof Shield nickels. Population: 36 
in PR 65, 8 higher. 

79 1876 PR 66 NGC. A superior proof nickel, the surfaces are brilliant 
throughout and the fields are deeply reflective with thick mint frost 
on the devices. An uncommonly well preserved coin. Population: 15 
in PR 66, 3 finer. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY NICKELS 

80 1883 No Cents MS 64 PCGS, two pieces, both lightly toned exam¬ 
ples of this popular one-year type. (Total: 2 coins) 

81 1883 No Cents MS 65 PCGS. Very well struck, with the exception 
of a few peripheral stars, beneath soft golden toning. 


82 1883 With Cents MS 64 NGC. Intricately detailed with a bright, 
satiny finish and subtle golden accents. Despite a higher mintage, 
this issue is many times scarcer than its No Cents counterpart in mint 
state. 

83 1899 MS 65 PCGS. Original toning colorations over satiny surfaces 
that are just a couple of pinpoint obverse marks from an even finer 
grade. 

84 1903 MS 64 PCGS. Brilliant and ultra-frosty, being kept from a gem 
grade by scattered contact marks. 

85 1912 MS 65 NGC. Thick satiny brilliance with both sides framed in 
orange and green pastels. 

86 1912 MS 65 NGC. Attractively toned in concentric shades of pink¬ 
ish-gold and blue pastels. The strike overall is quite sharp. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY NICKELS 


87 1884 PR 65 PCGS. Soft blue and gold pastel toning over surfaces 
with appreciable contrast. 

88 1892 PR 66 NGC. Splendid golden-rose and ice-blue patina atop 
glittering surfaces that are better preserved than the overwhelming 
majority of 1892 proofs. Population: 21 in PR 66, 1 higher. 

89 1902 PR 66 NGC. A superb, dramatically mirrored example that is 
framed on each side in attractive golden toning. 

90 1903 PR 65 NGC. Essentially spot-free and very flashy under pastel 
hues of lilac and gold. 

91 1909 PR 66 NGC. Steel-gray, with a mild cameo effect on each side 
and only a few trivial flyspecks on the reverse removed from even 
higher accolades. 

92 1911 PR 66 NGC. A superlative two-toned specimen, overlaid on the 
obverse in soft golden-gray patina. 

CERTIFIED BUFFALO NICKELS 

93 1913-D Type One MS 65 NGC. Delicate hues of sky-blue and rich 
gold accent this popular one year coin. Multiple small verdigris 
spots are noted over each side. 

94 1913 Type Two MS 65 PCGS. Untoned with a deep, satiny brilliance 
and just a touch of softness on the bison. 

95 1914-S MS 65 NGC. A scarce early Buffalo nickel, the surfaces are 
bright and semi-prooflike. Oftentimes this semi-prooflikeness is 
associated with mushy striking details on this issue, but on this piece 
only slight softness is noted on the highest portion of the bison’s 
back on the reverse. An attractive, carbon-free coin that shows a 
modest amount of blue-gray and golden-rose patina. 

96 1915-S MS 64 PCGS. A shimmering, near-gem specimen that per¬ 
haps only misses a 65 rating because of a slight weakness in the 
bison’s front leg. The surfaces are essentially brilliant and virtually 
as nice as this difficult S-mint ever comes. 

97 1917 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck for the issue with traces of golden 
toning highlighting the reverse. 

98 1918 MS 65 NGC. Lightly toned and sharply struck, a premium 
specimen. 

99 1924 MS 66 NGC. A splendid, pristine ‘24-P that maximizes its lus¬ 
ter and striking qualities, showing just the faintest pastel-blue patina 
across the each side. 

100 1929 MS 66 NGC. Delicately toned in pale blue and peripheral gold¬ 
en shades, displaying an exceptional vibrancy and mark-free appear¬ 
ance. This issue is apt to appear in grades up to and including MS 

65, but pieces above that plateau are quite scarce. Population: 14 in 

66, none higher. 
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101 1931-S MS 66 PCGS. Virtually blemish-free, offering shimmering 
mint brilliance and just a hint of golden color in the recessed areas. 
Lesser quality uncirculated examples of this hoarded, low-mintage 
issue are always around, but pieces this nice seldom surface. 

102 1934-D MS 65 ANACS. An average strike for the date is comple¬ 
mented with colorful, rainbow shades of toning in abundance on 
each side. Some bright luster glistens through the patina. 

103 1938-D MS 67 NGC. A stunning ice-blue specimen with a dash of 
reddish-gold color in the center of the obverse. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BUFFALO NICKELS 


104 1913 Type One PR 66 NGC. A gem example with an enchanting 
blend of gray, rose, and jade-green patina covering each side of this 
immaculate, fully detailed proof. Subdued matte luster is noted 
under the layers of toning. 

105 1936 Type Two PR 65 PCGS. Mostly brilliant in appearance, there 
is the slightest bit of silvery-gray color on each side that disappears 
on the highest points. 

CERTIFIED JEFFERSON NICKEL 

106 1943-S Doubled Die Obverse MS 65 ANACS. Die Two. The dou¬ 
bling, although far from dramatic, is most noticeable within the date. 

CERTIFIED PROOF JEFFERSON NICKELS 

107 A run of proof Jefferson nickels from 1950 through 1955, all NGC 
graded PR 67 examples. The ‘50 and ‘51 display attractive golden 
toning. (Total: 6 coins) 

108 1961 PR 68 Cameo PCGS; and a 1968-S PR 68 Deep Cameo PCGS, 
both ultimate quality two-toned examples. (Total: 2 coins) 

109 1971 No-S PR 68 NGC. Mint officials confirmed that 1,655 proof 
nickels were struck and released without the S mintmark. Deep mir¬ 
ror cameo contrast with no toning. A rare and desirable mint error. 

CERTIFIED BUST HALF DIMES 


—" 110 1832 AU 58 PCGS. V-5, R.4. Superb mint luster glows beneath the 

rich russet toning seen at the margins. Light rubbing on the high- 
points and a few minor field marks limit the grade. 

Ill 1835 MS 65 PCGS. V-5, R.2. Very deeply mirrored and at first 
glance the piece appears to be a proof. But proofs were struck from 
an earlier state of these dies, and this piece is from a later die state. 
The guide lines that are seen on earlier states are missing on this 
piece, having been polished away. There are also two prominent die 
cracks on the reverse that identify this as a later die state. Light gold- 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DIMES 


112 1837 No Stars MS 64 NGC. Tall Peak to 1. Sharply detailed, as is 
most No Stars coinage, beneath steel-blue and rose-gray toning. 

113 1840 No Drapery MS 64 NGC. The dusky-gray toning partially sub¬ 
dues a couple of minor scrapes in the right obverse field. Fully 
struck in all areas and a pleasing example of this scarce three-year 
type coin. 

114 1840 Drapery MS 65 NGC. A boldly struck, satiny gem with cop¬ 
pery-rose and yellow-gold toning in the protected areas of each side. 
Unlike the No Drapery issue, gems of this type are virtually nonex¬ 
istent. The few dozen uncirculated pieces surviving are generally of 
average to select quality. 

115 1853 Arrows MS 62 PCGS. Satiny gray surfaces without the often- 
seen heavy die clashing. 


1853 Arrows MS 65 NGC. Sharply struck with smooth, satiny lus¬ 
ter and interesting speckled red and blue toning. Light die clashing 
is apparent on the reverse. Scarce in gem condition. 

1854 Arrows MS 64 PCGS. Fully struck and showing only the 
slightest color. This coin exhibits a few horizontal grease marks (as 
struck) on the obverse. A modestly priced example of this scarce and 
much needed type coin. 

1856 MS 65 NGC. Fully lustrous with creamy satin-like surfaces, 
this piece is brilliant and virtually mark-free. The strike is a bit weak, 
but the overall appearance is appealing. 

1862 MS 64 PCGS. A boldly struck example of this common 
Legend Obverse issue, satiny and untoned with little of the often- 
seen die clashing. 

1868 AU 58 NGC. Original golden-steel and sea-green toning over 
both sides. One of 88,000 pieces struck, many of which were soon 
melted. Scarce today in all grades. 

1872-S MS 65 NGC. Mintmark Below Bow. Ajewel-like strike with 
meticulous detailing in all areas. Richly lustrous with gold, crimson, 
and blue toning. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DIME 


1870 PR 66 NGC. A deeply toned, fully original example featuring 
electric-blue color at the borders, gray centers, and crimson accents 
overall. Softly struck in the denticles on the top of the reverse. 
Population: 11 in PR 66, none finer. 

CERTIFIED EARLY DIME 

1805 XF 45 NGC. JR-1, R.3. Four Bernes. Light gray and rose pati¬ 
na is present on each side but does not obscure the mark-free fields 
and exceptionally sharp strike. The reverse is rotated about 20 
degrees to the left. A superior example for the grade. 

CERTIFIED BUST DIMES 


1814 AU 50 NGC. Small Date. JR-1, Rarity 3. Lustrous, original 
surfaces beneath a blanket of lilac, gray, and gunmetal-blue colors. 
Softly struck near the outer edges, but all of the central details are 
sharp and well defined, even down to the center dot on the obverse. 
Wonderfully original and a pleasant alternative to the expensive mint 
state examples. 

1814 AU 50 PCGS. Small Date. JR-1, R.3. Dusky-gray patina cov¬ 
ers both sides with much underlying mint luster still evident. A cou¬ 
ple of streaks of deep brown color are seen on each side, apparently 
grease stains that were struck into the planchet at the time of manu¬ 
facture. Softly struck as usual for this variety. 

1833 AU 58 PCGS. JR-5, R.l. Well struck with bright, mottled, mul¬ 
ticolored surfaces. 


CERTIFIED SEATED DIMES 

1839-0 No Drapery MS 61 NGC. Silver-gray with soft pastel high¬ 
lights. along with a couple angling streaks of toning on the right side 
of the reverse. Popular second year of New Orleans mint coinage. 

1840 No Drapery MS 65 NGC. A boldly struck example of this 
scarce little coin, with some deep silver-gray and blue patina equal¬ 
ly distributed on either side. One of the nicer examples of this issue 
that we have handled in the past few years, this date has the lowest 
mintage of the type, but is not the rarest in mint state. That honor 
goes to the two O-mint issues (1839 and 1840). Nevertheless, an 
important coin for its beauty and high grade. 

1842-0 AU 50 PCGS. A scarcer date in the Seated dime series, this 
high grade specimen shows just a bit of light wear on the highpoints. 
Some attractive, natural gray patina has gathered on each side. 
Trends $1,200. 
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130 1850-0 MS 63 NGC. Steel-gray and antique-gold toning over gen¬ 
erally mark-free surfaces. As with all O-mint dimes from this era, the 
1850-0 is reasonably scarce at all grade levels and only a few pieces 
exist in mint state. Population: 3 in 63, 1 higher. 

131 1853 Arrows MS 65 NGC. Delicately toned in bluish-gray and 
orange pastels, with satiny surfaces that are intricately detailed 
throughout. Atop quality Arrows dime. 

132 1857 MS 64 NGC. Fully and intricately detailed, the surfaces of this 
piece are lightly toned and enlivened somewhat by the bright, almost 
prooflike finish in the fields. 

133 1859 MS 66 NGC. A pristine example, satiny in appearance with 
gray-violet patina deepening to sea-green in the more protected, 
recessed areas. Final year of issue for the With Stars design. 

134 1860 MS 66 PCGS. Brilliant with a strong cartwheel effect, this 
stunning example represents the upper stratum for this first year of 
the Legend Obverse design. Population: 11 in 65, 6 higher. 

135 1864 MS 66 NGC. Semi-prooflike with a band of multicolored ton¬ 
ing about the obverse margin. Business strikes of this popular Civil 
War era issue are quite elusive, many being melted after an original 
mintage of just 11,000 pieces. Population: 3 in 66, none finer. 

136 1864-S AU 55 NGC. Weakly struck on the highpoints but showing 
good remaining luster beneath the golden toning. A sought-after San 
Francisco date in the series, many of which have been lost or 
destroyed. 

137 1869-S MS 65 PCGS. A desirable gem example of this somewhat 
scarcer date. The untoned surfaces are quite clean and show swirling 
mint frost that races around the coin. Population: 3 in 65, 3 higher. 

138 1876 MS 66 PCGS. Satiny surfaces are mostly brilliant excepting a 
hint of golden patina at the obverse periphery. Fully struck. 
Population: 6 in 66, 2 finer. 

139 1876-CC MS 62 PCGS. A steel-toned example, sharply defined and 
exhibiting prooflike fields on the obverse, satiny on the reverse. 

140 1882 MS 67 PCGS. A wondrously original Seated dime that is toned 
medium gray overall with peripheral accents of cobalt-blue, particu¬ 
larly on the reverse. Good underlying luster and a solid strike char¬ 
acterize this problem-free gem. Population: 4 in 67, none higher. 

141 1886 MS 64 PCGS. The frosted mint luster is mostly brilliant but 
does show an occasional fleck of color here and there. 

142 1886 MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and smooth with a slight overlay of 
intermittent light russet toning. Flashy and exceptionally clean. 

143 1886-S MS 65 NGC. A very scarce and much underrated issue in 
mint state, often priced similarly to more obtainable dates such as 
the 1879 and 1880.

A popu¬ 
lar date due to the low business strike mintage. 


149 1884 PR 66 NGC. Rich reddish-gold iridescent highlights, with glit¬ 
tering underlying surfaces. A superb example. Population: 26 in PR 
66, 12 finer. 

150 1887 PR 64 NGC. A light cameo proof Seated dime with bright sur¬ 
faces framed with gunmetal-blue and gray at the rims. 

CERTIFIED BARBER DIMES 


151 1893-0 MS 66 PCGS. A superb example with deep bluish-gray ton¬ 
ing on the obverse that shows some mottling and pale golden accents 
on the reverse. Population: 5 in 66, 1 higher. 

152 1895-S MS 64 PCGS. A bold striking with overlays of gray and 
rose-gold toning. The ‘95-S Barber dime is one of the better known 
scarcities among Barber dimes in uncirculated grades and is partic¬ 
ularly elusive in higher grades. Population: 6 in 64, 2 higher. 

153 1896-S MS 62 NGC. A true scarcity among Barber dimes that is 
especially elusive in mint condition. The surfaces are razor sharp in 
detail, and especially on the obverse, framed in deep russet toning. 

154 1901 MS 65 PCGS. Lovely rose-gray and golden accents, with 
flashes of iridescent blue about the peripheries. Strict gem quality in 
a Barber type coin and at a very affordable price level. 

155 1902-0 MS 64 NGC. Bright satiny luster with deiicate golden high¬ 
lights on the reverse. The surfaces are very clean with one small tick 
on the cheek. A very difficult New Orleans issue in choice condition. 
Population: 5 in 64, 4 higher. Trends $1,800. 

156 1903-0 MS 63 NGC. Exceedingly lustrous under speckled toning in 
shades of steel-violet and sea-green. A lesser seen O-mint Barber. 

157 1907 MS 65 NGC. Satiny luster and sharp devices, both sides are 
overlaid in variegated shades of gold and charcoal. 

CERTIFIED PROOF BARBER DIMES 

158 1895 PR 65 PCGS. A strict gem, fully brilliant, and exhibiting 
noticeable contrast between the fields and devices. A more desirable 
proof issue due to the scarcity of 1895 business strikes. 

159 1896 PR 65 NGC. Brightly mirrored in the fields, and surprisingly 
so considering the dusky gray toning that covers the obverse. The 
reverse, on the other hand, has a light golden tint that is most appeal¬ 
ing. 

160 1901 PR 66 NGC. Virtually flawless surfaces that are deeply mir¬ 
rored and framed in rich, original shades of coppery-gold and blue 
iridescence. 

161 1915 PR 66 PCGS. A superb example with gorgeous multicolored 
toning draped across both sides. Final year of production for proof 
Barber dimes and, no doubt, one of the finest extant. Population: 5 
in PR 66, 2 finer. 

CERTIFIED MERCURY DIMES 

162 1916-S MS 65 PCGS. Original reddish-gold toning clings to the 
devices. A pleasing example of this first year S-mint that falls just 
short of full bands detail. 

163 1917 MS 65 Full Bands NGC. Bright, satin-like surfaces with some 
golden-russet toning outlining the reverse. 

164 1917-D MS 66 Full Bands NGC. A scarce early Mercury, the ‘17- 
D is elusive in grades above VF. It is very challenging in gem con¬ 
dition and with full bands. Often this issue shows peripheral weak¬ 
ness, but that is not the case on this coin. A moderately toned exam¬ 
ple, the surfaces show thick mint luster beneath the layerings of rich 
patina that cover each side. An exceptional ‘17-D for the advanced 
collector. Population: 2 in 66, 1 finer. 

165 1917-S MS 65 Full Bands PCGS. Untoned with bright, satin-like 
surfaces. A tiny mark on Liberty’s jaw from superb quality. 
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1924- S MS 63 Full Bands PCGS. Fully defined throughout, and 
lightly covered with opaque, silver-gray patina. Population data has 
proven the 1924-S to be one of the most difficult Mercury dime 
issues in mint state. 

1925- D MS 63 Full Bands PCGS. A scarce, sought-after issue from 
the Denver mint in uncirculated grades. Mostly brilliant, the surfaces 
are well defined. 


186 1983 No-S PR 69 Ultra Cameo NGC. This issue was "made in 

error,” a polite explanation meaning that the responsible mint 
employee neglected to indent a die with the San Francisco mintmark 
punch. This example, deemed virtually perfect at PR 69, is the gor¬ 
geous result. The perfect opportunity for the astute collector to own 
an error that is both rare and beautiful. 

CERTIFIED TWENTY-CENT PIECE 


168 1925-S MS 64 Full Bands PCGS. Moderately toned with lustrous, 
near mark-free surfaces. Scarcer date. 

169 1926 MS 65 Full Bands NGC. Speckled golden toning adorns the 
obverse, mostly brilliant reverse. 

170 1926-S MS 63 Full Bands PCGS. Soft golden and silver-gray toning 
across both sides. Scarce, key date issue. 

171 1927 MS 65 Full Bands PCGS. A colorful gem example, generous¬ 
ly splashed in orange and blue iridescence. 

172 1927-D MS 62 Full Bands PCGS. Some golden-brown toning 
appears on the reverse of this lustrous example 

173 1927-S MS 65 NGC. A fully lustrous example outlined in delicate 
golden toning. The band definition is separated although not full. A 
scarce branch mint Mercury in any uncirculated grade, much less a 
gem. 

174 1928 MS 66 Full Bands NGC. A pristine example, toned on the 
obverse in violet and yellow-gold hues. Specks of russet toning 
cover the lower half of the reverse. 

175 1928-S MS 64 PCGS. Untoned and only a thin facial blemish from 
gem quality. The reverse bands are separated but not completely full. 

176 1929-D MS 65 NGC. White and essentially untoned throughout. 

177 1929-S MS 65 Full Bands PCGS. Mostly brilliant with some light 
die striations noted in the obverse fields. 

178 1929-S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. A sensationally toned, pristine 
gem featuring splashes of orange and olive-gold in tandem with hor¬ 
izontal streaks of russet toning. This issue is certainly obtainable in 
gem and better grades, but few could match the originality and 
uniqueness of this piece. 

179 1931-D MS 66 NGC. Ultra-frosty with mottled golden color just 
beginning to form on the obverse. Popular low-mintage issue from 
America’s Depression era. 

180 1931 -S MS 66 NGC. A glorious gem that is just short of full detail 
in the centers and displays speckled russet and green-gold toning in 
the peripheral areas. 

181 1935-S MS 65 PCGS. Snow-white surfaces that could easily be 
given credit for having full bands. 

182 1935-S MS 66 Full Bands PCGS. Virtually mark-free beneath a hint 
of pale gray-violet patina, shading to golden about the reverse bor¬ 
der. 

183 1945-S MS 67 NGC. Pristine silvery-gray surfaces with a few flecks 
of reddish-brown color in the fields. 


187 1875-S AU 50 ANACS. A bold striking that is completely detailed 

on the eagle’s left wingtip and displays smatterings of blue and red¬ 
dish-gold toning on the same side. 

CERTIFIED PROOF TWENTY-CENT PIECE 


188 1877 PR 61 ANACS. A rare, proof-only issue with a mintage of only 
350 pieces. This piece still shows most of the reflectivity in the fields 
as well as much of the original proof brilliance with golden-rose and 
blue tinting at the margins. 

CERTIFIED SEATED QUARTERS 

189 1840 AU 58 NGC. Quite pleasing, a small toning spot is noted in the 
left obverse field and the reverse exhibits a dark streak as if it laid 
next to a rubber band for some time. Not easy to fihd in this condi- 

190 1841-0 MS 64 PCGS. One of the more available, early O-mint 
Seated quarters due, in part, to the discovery of a small hoard (at 
least 40 specimens) during excavation for the foundation of the 
Meridien Hotel in New Orleans’ French Quarter in 1982. The fields 
are satiny and virtually injury-free under a layer of original golden- 
gray patina. Some softness of definition is noted on the reverse at the 
base of the eagle. This specimen is tied with two others for the finest 
thus far certified by PCGS. Population: 3 in 64, none finer. 

191 1850-0 AU 50 NGC. One of the more obtainable O-mint quarters in 
better grades, the 1850-0, however, was subject to mass meltings 
from 1853-55 as "old tenor” silver. This piece is well struck with 
russet and bluish-green toning in the protected areas. There is one 
mentionable scratch to the right of Liberty’s staff. 

192 1855 Arrows MS 63 NGC. Well struck with deep satiny fields and 
patches of silver-gray and bluish-green toning over both sides. 

193 1867 XF 45 ANACS. An attractive circulated example, with the 
obverse toned light gold in the centers and darker iridescent blue at 
the rims, while the reverse is more solidly colored iridescent sea- 
green and purple at the rims. This coin shows few distracting surface 
marks despite its obvious time in circulation. One of just 20,000 
pieces struck prior to an extensive melting, making it elusive in all 
grades. 

194 1877-S MS 66 PCGS. Simply spectacular. There is no other way to 
adequately describe the thick mint luster and rainbow of colors that 
covers each side of this impressive With Motto quarter. One just 
must see this coin to believe it—golden and sea-green on the 
obverse, the reverse has a bright scarlet center with jade green 
peripheral color. Population: 1 in 66, none are finer. 

195 1891 AU 58 PCGS. Satiny and a couple of scattered toning spots 
from brilliant. Final year of type.

CERTIFIED PROOF MERCURY DIME 

184 1938 PR 68 NGC. Mostly brilliant with just a hint of multicolored 
patina beginning to form. Unhairlined and bright, a superb speci¬ 
men. Population: 4 in PR 68, none finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF ROOSEVELT DIMES 

185 1970 No-S PR 68 NGC. With an estimated mintage of 2,200 pieces, 
this Roosevelt dime error is missing from many collections. Tinted 
a light yellow-gold and essentially perfect, the S mintmark is con¬ 
spicuously missing above the date. 


196 1863 PR 64 PCGS. Splendid two-toned surfaces showing only 
minor hairlines in the fields. One of just 460 proofs issued, and intei- 
esting as a Civil War issue. 

197 1881 PR 65 NGC. One of the low mintage dates in the 1880s with 
only 975 pieces produced. Dark golden-brown tomng is present on 
the obverse, with the reverse showing shades of purple and electric- 
blue at the periphery. The proof surfaces are apparent under the ton¬ 
ing. 

198 1883 PR 65 NGC. Deep gunmetal-blue and gray toning overlays 
each side. Popular low total mintage date. 
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199 1884 PR 64 PCGS. Mostly brilliant and exhibiting stark cameo con¬ 
trast. A sparkling example of this low mintage issue, equal in eye 
appeal to most gems. 

200 1886 PR 64 PCGS. Always popular as a date with its low total 
mintage. Milky-white color overlays the obverse. A mild cameo 
effect is also seen overall. 

201 1886 PR 67 NGC. One-of-a-kind quality in this popular low- 
mintage issue. The glittering surfaces appear to be nearly flawless 
and are layered in the most beautiful blend of multicolored irides¬ 
cence imaginable, predominately a mixture of teal-blue and golden- 
rose. Population: 8 in 67, 1 higher. 

202 1890 PR 63 PCGS. Both sides are lightly toned with appealing, 
burnt-gold toning and show a strong cameo contrast.

Light gray and golden patina atop surfaces that 
show a modest depth of the mirrored fields and little contrast with 
the devices. 

A flashy proof Barber quarter, with bright sur¬ 
faces and a deep cameo contrast on both sides. A small toning spot 
at the base of Liberty’s headband limits the grade.

A lightly toned, fully 
struck coin. The mintmarked Type One quarters are always under- 
priced when compared to the Philadelphia issue. 

214 1917 Type Two MS 64 Full Head NGC. Bright and satiny, with the 
beginnings of golden toning at the edges. 

215 1917-D Type Two MS 65 Full Head NGC. Fully brilliant with a 
deep, satiny-white brilliance on either side. A truly outstanding 
example of this more difficult issue. Population: 13 in 65, 1 higher. 

216 1917-S Type Two MS 65 Full Head PCGS. Shimmering white sur¬ 
faces that are only a couple of pinpoint field marks on the reverse 
from even higher quality. Easily one of the nicest ‘17-S Type Two 
quarters we have offered. 


217 1918-S MS 62 PCGS. A sharply defined example, tinted an even 
steel-gray over satin-like surfaces. 

218 1918-S MS 62 Full Head ANACS. An early issue that is seldom 
found with full head detail. This example displays a little weakness 
on the leg and rivets of the shield. Delicate golden patina accents 
both sides. 

219 1920 MS 65 Full Head NGC. Intense satin-like brilliance with only 
a whisper of golden color peripherally on the obverse.

Frosty beneath light gray patina and, on the 
reverse, speckled russet overtones. One of the more difficult 
Washington quarters in gem condition. 

233 1935-D MS 65 PCGS. Splashes of golden-russet toning over clean, 
well frosted surfaces. The ‘35-D in choice condition has proven to 
be on equal footing with its better known Denver counterpart from 
the following year. 

234 1935-D MS 65 NGC. Creamy mint luster draped in original, finely 
mottled golden toning. The final gem example of this very difficult 
early Washington. 
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235 1936-D MS 64 NGC. Uncommonly bright and attractive mint frost 
gives this near-gem an element of visual appeal not usually seen on 
most examples of this key issue. 

236 1938-S MS 67 NGC. Impeccable, wholly original surfaces that are 
outlined on both sides in stunning green-gold and orange irides¬ 
cence. Population: 19 in 67, none higher. 

237 1942-S MS 66 NGC. Untoned save for a thin crescent of russet ton¬ 
ing along the top of the obverse. A better issue in all uncirculated 
grades and very desirable this nice. 

238 1943-S Doubled Die MS 65 NGC. Breen-4319. The doubling is 
plainest on the motto and date. “Very rare” according to Breen. 
Lustrous and lightly toned.

239 1936 PR 66 NGC. Mostly brilliant, a small toning spot is noted on 
the reverse. An important, high grade early proof. 

A gem example with light, milky toning mostly 
exhibited on the obverse. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF DOLLARS 

241 1795 VF 20 ANACS. 0-105, R.4. Even gray surfaces with good 
detail for the grade and no problems or distracting marks. Star one is 
firmly attached by two points to the lowest curl. 

242 1805/4 XF 45 NGC. 0-101, R.3. Mostly brilliant with golden-rose 
accents on the highpoints of the devices. There are a couple of small 
marks on the obverse and a couple of faint carbon spots on the 
reverse. 

243 1806 AU 50 ANACS. Pointed 6, No Stem Through Claw. O-109, 
R.l, Well defined except for the obverse stars. The glossy surfaces 
are covered with a uniform layer of deep, almost opaque-gray pati¬ 
na with golden undertones.

246 1824 Overdate MS 63 NGC. O-101a, R.2. Aselect example of this 
popular overdate. Sharply defined in all areas, each side has light 
golden-gray patina. 

247 1824 Overdate MS 63 PCGS. O-lOla. R.2. Bright mint luster and 
uncommonly well defined for the type, each side shows light pink- 
lsh-gray patina and there are only a few small luster grazes and abra¬ 
sions evident. 

248 1827 MS 62 NGC. 0-109, R.4. A scarcer variety of the year that is 
characterized by several die defects on the obverse between the cen¬ 
tering dot and the ear of Liberty. Sharply struck with murky, dark- 
gray and red toning. 

249 1830 AU 58 NGC. Medium 0. O-119, R. 1 Bright throughout with 
light toning over each side. Very close to mint state. 

250 1831 AU 53 PCGS. 0-104, R.l. Splendid multicolored toning in 
vivid shades of green, rose, and yellow. 

251 1832 XF 45 PCGS. O-102a, R.3. Lapped die reverse from a later die 
state. Medium golden-violet toning with subtle blue peripheral high¬ 
lights.

One of the most popular and highly sought-after 
half dollars ever minted, being one of just 1,200 pieces struck on the 
Mint’s newly introduced steam presses. This example has a good 
look with its uniform light-gray color and even wear. No serious 
marks are noted. A lot to be eagerly sought by more than one col¬ 
lector. 

254 1838 AU 50 NGC. Much remaining luster. An affordable, problem- 
free example of this briefly minted design. 

255 1839-0 XF 45 PCGS. Bright gray surfaces with the often seen 
peripheral die cracks. An always collectible issue, representing the 
second year of New Orleans half dollar production after the ultra¬ 
scarce ‘38-0. 

256 1839-0 AU 53 NGC. Light rub is seen over the highpoints and both 
sides are toned in moderately deep shades of gray with blue accents 
at the margins. There are no mentionable abrasions. Always popular 
because of the obverse mintmark 

CERTIFIED SEATED HALF DOLLARS 

257 1842 MS 61 NGC. The gray-brilliant fields and recesses of the 
design are sharply contrasted by accents of deep purple and russet 
scattered across each side in an irregular fashion. Only slightly soft 
on the peripheral stars. 

258 1844-0 MS 60 NGC. Steel-gray toning equally overlays each side 
of this scarcer date. Some softness of strike is noted on the stars and 
on the eagle’s leg. 

259 1854-0 Arrows AU 55 NGC. An affordable type coin showing 
bright, silver-gray surfaces, and a bold strike. 

260 1886 MS 64 NGC. Fully struck, frosted devices with reflective sur¬ 
faces. An attractive example for the grade of this scarce, low mintage 
date. Bright and untoned. Population: 14 in 64, 7 finer. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SEATED HALF DOLLAR 

261 1866 PR 64 NGC. First year of the With Motto design and of con- 
siderable importance to some collectors for that reason alone. Deep, 
peripheral russet toning adorns nicely mirrored surfaces. A fine addi¬ 
tion to an affordable type set. 

CERTIFIED BARBER HALF DOLLARS 

262 1894-S MS 63 PCGS. Rather deeply toned in steel-gray and golden 
hues. The surfaces are quite clean for the grade, but lack the luster to 
qualify at a higher level. Population: 17 in 63, 10 finer. 

263 1905 MS 65 NGC. Original dove-gray toning overlays each side 
and is accented with golden and blue colorations. The underlying 
surfaces display shimmering mint luster and appear virtually free of 
most noticeable blemishes. As a date, the 1905 ranks as one of the 
most difficult P-mints in the Barber half dollar series in mint state. 
Population: 2 in 65, 1 finer. 

264 1906 MS 61 PCGS. A strong strike beneath delicate golden-steel 
tomng, deepening to bluish-gray about the peripheral devices. 

265 1908-0 MS 63 NGC. Lustrous, well struck, and lightly toned except 
for speckled patination on the portrait of Liberty. 

266 1908-0 MS 64 PCGS. This is a very pleasing example of this date_ 
Both sides display a satiny, unbroken sheen, light natural toning, and 
a surprising amount of luster and eye appeal for the issue. An impor¬ 
tant opportunity for the Barber half dollar collector. 

267 1909 MS 64 PCGS. Well struck with bright mint luster and brilliant 
except for a faint speckling of color on the obverse. 
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268 1914 MS 62 NGC. The first of two mint state examples of this dif¬ 
ficult issue. Fewer ‘14-P half dollars were struck (124,230) than of 
any other Barber half dollar. Frosty with mottled gray-golden toning 
in the recessed areas. 

269 1914 MS 64 NGC. Shimmering luster under an almost uniform 
layer of yellow-gold and rose patina. Sharply struck with only a few 
minor facial marks. The low-mintage 1914 brings a healthy premi¬ 
um in lower grades and is especially scarce in uncirculated. 
Population: 18 in 64, 3 higher. 

270 1915 MS 63 NGC. Well struck with slightly subdued luster under a 
moderate overlay of steel-gray toning. A scarce, low mintage date 
with only 138,000 pieces struck.

271 1896 PR 64 PCGS. A small depression on Liberty’s neck, as struck. 
Untoned and otherwise a gem, with appealing cameo contrast. 

272 1904 PR 65 NGC. Just a whisper of golden patina covers the 
obverse with a sparkling, fully brilliant, and superb reverse. The 
contrast between fields and devices is limited, but it is superior to 
most proofs from the first years of this century.

Well struck on the obverse, the gray- 
golden surfaces are matte-like and display good portions of mint lus¬ 
ter.

278 1920-S MS 64 NGC. Most ‘20-S halves are softly struck in the cen¬ 
ters. This piece shows only the slightest softness on the head, hand, 
and skirt lines. An exceptional, choice example of this rarely seen 
early Walker. The 1920-S is often compared to the 1920-D, with the 
S-mint the more frequently seen of the two issues due to a small 
hoard that appeared in 1977. Bright and essentially untoned. 

279 1929-S MS 66 NGC. Light in color with a few speckles of dark rus¬ 
set at the margin of the obverse. Lustrous and well struck for this 
conditionally scarce S-mint, the last half dollar struck for four years 
after the stock market crash of the same year. Population: 10 in 66, 
1 finer. 

280 1934 MS 65 NGC. Deeply lustrous with a few scattered specks of 
brown color on the reverse. 

281 1934 MS 65 PCGS. A sharply struck gem in full brilliance. 

282 1934 MS 66 NGC. An absolute full strike that is nearly devoid of 
surface blemishes and sports a lovely crescent of green-gold and 
orange iridescence along the lower left portion of the obverse. 

283 1935 MS 65 NGC. Uniform golden-violet toning over nearly mark- 
free, frosty surfaces. 


284 1935-D MS 64 PCGS. Lightly toned and well struck with especial¬ 
ly good details on the head of Liberty. 

285 1936-S MS 65 NGC. Bright, satiny luster with a few specks of nat¬ 
ural brown toning along the right obverse margin. 

286 1937 MS 67 NGC. An impeccably preserved, steel-gray example 
that comes very close to full definition and has essentially escaped 
coin-to-coin contact. 

287 1937-D MS 66 NGC. This lovely gem has identical color, luster, and 
surfaces on both the obverse and the reverse. A great looking and 
virtually unimprovable example of this condition rarity. 

288 1937-S MS 65 NGC. Brightly lustrous with just the slightest hint of 
peripheral color. 

289 1939 MS 67 PCGS. A splendid example that is intricately detailed 
with a lightly toned appearance. 

290 1939-D MS 67 NGC. The ultra-frosty, pristine surfaces are bursting 
with freshness and brilliance. A common issue in grades up to MS 
65, but superb quality like this is really quite scarce. Population: 25 
in 67, none finer. 

291 1940-S MS 65 NGC. Mostly brilliant with light golden peripheries. 
Heavy die striations in the fields. Better than average striking 
details. 

292 1940-S MS 65 NGC. Bright, satiny luster. Most importantly, this 
coin is struck with the sharpness of few other ‘40-S half dollars. 

293 1941 MS 67 NGC. An amazing gem, with fully lustrous fields and a 
full strike. The obverse enjoys light golden toning, especially toward 
the rims, while the reverse is nearly brilliant. 

294 1941 MS 67 PCGS. A superlative example of the Walking Liberty 
design, struck with razor sharp detail and framed on the obverse in 
deep golden-orange and lime-green iridescence. 

295 1941 MS 67 NGC. Intensely lustrous, with deep mint frost and bril¬ 
liance that is seldom encountered on this or any other issue. 

296 1941-D MS 66 NGC. Satin luster with the lightest haze of natural 
patina over otherwise untoned surfaces. 

297 1941 -S MS 65 PCGS. The obverse is outlined in an even blend of 
violet and blue while the reverse is mostly brilliant in the center and 
framed with violet and gunmetal-blue colors. 

298 1942 MS 67 NGC. Fully brilliant with intense mint luster and an 
almost total absence of surface marks. 

299 1942-D MS 66 NGC. Boldly struck and completely untoned, with 
blazing white luster throughout. A couple of pinpoint marks on the 
obverse separate this lovely coin from virtual perfection. 

300 1942-D MS 67 PCGS. A well frosted gem, virtually unabraded with 
an occasional smattering of light gray-golden color. 

301 1942-S MS 66 NGC. Pristine, snow-white surfaces that are not only 
extraordinarily well struck for a ‘42-S, but offer a shimmering, 
mark-free appearance that must be seen to be truly appreciated. 

302 1943-D MS 65 PCGS, bright and untoned; and a 1957-D MS 65 
PCGS, medium violet and golden colorations overall. (Total: 2 
coins) 

303 1943-D MS 66 NGC. Superb overall quality, the surfaces are heavi¬ 
ly frosted and the devices fully struck. Lightly toned over the 
obverse. 

304 1943-D MS 66 NGC. Fully struck and untoned, with magnificent 
luster. Just a few tiny marks on the eagle’s leg precludes an even 
higher rating. 

305 1943-S MS 65 NGC. Fully brilliant with superbly clean fields, the 
strike is also exceptionally strong for this notoriously weak date. 
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306 1943-S MS 66 NGC. A boldly struck gem with satiny brilliance as 
bright as if it were coined yesterday. 

307 1944-D MS 67 NGC. Brilliant and frosted. An impressive, original 
Walker. 

308 1944-S MS 65 PCGS. Satiny and refreshingly clean with only a few 
light specks of toning here and there. The strike is the most impor¬ 
tant feature on a mint state ‘44-S and this piece is much sharper than 
the typical example, being fully detailed on Liberty s head and 
showing better than average sharpness on the hand and top skirt 
lines.

Sharply struck and brilliant, except for a smat¬ 
tering of irregular gray toning at the base of the obverse and corre¬ 
sponding reverse area. 

The mint 
luster is full and glows strongly beneath the multiple layers of gray, 
rose, and blue toning. Sharply defined in all areas and showing only 
the slightest post-striking impairments. Population: 11 in 65, 4 finer.

Scarce with reflectivity in the fields, 
this is a brilliant coin with a few light scuffs on the portrait of 
Liberty. 

386 1882-CC MS 66 NGC. Superb, original, gray-brilliant mint frost 
covers both sides of this lovely gem dollar. Sharply struck and show¬ 
ing just a hint of pale golden color at the top of the reverse. 

387 1882-CC MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Snow-white with 
nicely frosted devices and moderately good reflectivity in the fields. 

388 1882-O/S MS 63 ANACS. Lustrous with golden-orange toning 
overlaying the obverse. Scarce in mint state. 

389 1882-S MS 65 PCGS. Essentially untoned and exhibiting a bright, 
satiny finish. 

390 1882-S MS 65 NGC. Semi-reflective with tinges of golden color 
about the stars and lettering.

397 1883-S MS 62 PCGS. An early condition rarity among S-mint 
Morgan dollars. Untoned with the expected sharpness of an early 
San Francisco product and the normal quota of bagmarks. 

398 1884 MS 65 PCGS. Both sides are untoned and display a hard, 
satiny brilliance. 

399 1884-S AU 50 PCGS, two pieces, both brilliant or very nearly so 
with much remaining luster in the protected areas. (Total: 2 coins) 

400 1884-S AU 50 PCGS, untoned with ample luster and most of the ini¬ 
tial highpoint definition intact; and an 1896-0 AU 50 PCGS, sub¬ 
dued silvery-gray surfaces that are a trifle soft in the centers.

412 1888 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. Well struck with good 
depth in the fields, the surfaces are almost entirely brilliant with only 
a thin arc of golden noted at the top of the obverse. 

413 1888-0 MS 65 NGC. Brilliant and well struck. 

414 1888-0 MS 65 NGC. Boldly struck and satiny, with splashes of 
rose-gold toning across the obverse. 

415 1888-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A glittering exam¬ 
ple, untoned save for a dash of color on Liberty's cheek. There is a 
mild cameo effect between the fields and devices. A remarkably 
clean example of this scarcer Deep Mirror Prooflike dollar. 

416 1890 MS 64 NGC. Just a touch of delicate golden toning about the 
borders, otherwise brilliant and very well preserved for this high- 
mintage Philadelphia issue. 

417 1890-CC MS 63 ANACS. Brilliant and fully struck with the impres¬ 
sion of the fabric from a canvas bag in the left obverse field. 

418 1890-CC MS 64 PCGS. Mottled russet toning. 

419 1890-CC MS 64 Deep Minor Prooflike ANACS. Well struck with 
glass-like, minored fields and light golden patina over each side. 

420 1890-0 MS 64 PCGS. Frosted and exceptionally clean but weakly 
struck, as always. 

421 1890-0 MS 65 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. A terrific example 
of this conditionally elusive New Orleans issue. The striking details 
are surprisingly well brought up for a ‘90-0 with virtually complete 
definition on each side. Bright, reflective minors in the fields, the 
surfaces overall are free from any large or distracting marks. Of the 
utmost rarity and importance to the advanced dollar collector. 

422 1890-S MS 64 NGC, choice, frosty-white surfaces; and a 1921-S 
MS 64 NGC, essentially brilliant with noticeable metal flow about 
the obverse periphery, but strongly struck centers. (Total: 2 coins) 

423 1890-S MS 64 NGC. A creamy, lustrous borderline-gem accented by 
copper-gold toning about the stars, date, and lettering. 

424 1891-CC MS 60 ANACS. Satiny-white with a choicer reverse. 

425 1891-CC MS 61 ANACS. VAM-3. A brilliant, moderately priced 
uncirculated example of the "Spitting Eagle” variety. 

426 1891-CC MS 61 NGC. Mostly brilliant with a soft, frosted luster that 
is a bit too lackluster to grade any higher. 

427 1891-CC MS 62 PCGS. “Spitting Eagle” variety. A bit lackluster to 
grade higher, there are a few contact marks on the obverse that also 
limit the grade. 

428 1891-CC MS 62 ANACS. Razor sharp with pleasing, satiny bril¬ 
liance. 

429 1891-CC MS 63 PCGS. A flashy example with delicate golden 
accents and outstanding luster. 

430 1891-CC MS 64 NGC. Untoned surfaces that are both vibrant and 
frosty, but with a slight edging of color that indicate originality. 


Unless otherwise noted, all population figures 
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431 1891-CC MS 65 ANACS. Rich russet, copper-gold, and blue toning 
on the obverse fades to a limited area of brilliance on the portrait. 
Similar, but less extensive coloration frames the reverse. A few light 
marks are atoned for by the beautiful toning. 

432 1891-CC AU 58 Prooflike ANACS, VAM-3, “Spitting Eagle;” 1897 
MS 62 ANACS, VAM-6A; and a 1902-0 MS 62 Prooflike ANACS, 
a little scuffy, but very well mirrored for this issue. (Total: 3 coins) 

433 1891-CC MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Brilliant with appealing mint frost 
on the central devices. Noticeable mark on Liberty’s cheek. 

434 1891-S MS 64 Prooflike PCGS. A flashy dollar with bright, reflec¬ 
tive surfaces. There are some light, scattered abrasions on each side 
and a significant amount of frost on the devices, providing a moder¬ 
ate contrast. 

435 1892 MS 63 PCGS. Untoned and frosty with a grade-limiting mark 
on Liberty’s lower jaw. Flashy for the grade. 

436 1892 MS 64 PCGS. Frosty-white and about as close to gem quality 
as a 64 could possibly get. The reverse is pristine and, if taken sep¬ 
arately. would easily warrant a grade or perhaps two higher. 

437 1892-CC MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and weakly struck. 

438 1893-CC VF 30 ANACS. A good value for the budget-minded col¬ 
lector, this piece has smooth surfaces and a pleasing gray tint. 

439 1893-CC AU 50 ANACS. A good value for the budget-minded col¬ 
lector, this piece has smooth surfaces with a good deal of the luster 
remaining. 

440 1895-0 AU 58 NGC. Atypically sharp for this rare issue, displaying 
a uniform steel-gray color across the obverse and an absence of ton¬ 
ing on the more lustrous reverse. An affordable alternative to the 
five-figure uncirculated example. 

441 1896 MS 65 PCGS. Fully struck with beautiful, original toning. 

442 1896-0 MS 61 NGC. The strike on this conditionally scarce O-mint 
is well above average, with only slight weakness noted in the hair 
above Liberty’s ear and little or no weakness on the eagle’s breast 
feathers. Both sides are satiny and essentially untoned. 

443 1896-0 MS 61 PCGS. Well struck for this conditionally scarce O- 
mint with speckled gray-golden toning over both obverse and 
reverse. 

444 1896-0 MS 62 NGC. A solid mint state example of this well-known 
condition rarity. The surfaces are bright and satiny, and the striking 
details are relatively well defined if not completely full. However, 
the mottled patina may not be to everyone’s liking, especially the 
deeper hues encountered on the reverse. 

445 1897 MS 65 NGC. The obverse is smothered in golden-violet ton¬ 
ing. Fully struck and currently enjoying its 100th anniversary. 

446 1897-0 AU 58 NGC. Rather heavily abraded on the obverse and 
framed in pale violet toning. The luster, however, is outstanding, 
being superior to many mint state pieces. Quality that is often 
offered as uncirculated on this conditionally elusive New Orleans 
date. 

447 1897-0 MS 60 NGC. Well struck with subdued gray-brilliant sur¬ 
faces that show a light bit of color on each side. A few obvious facial 
abrasions account for the grade more than a lack of mint luster. 

448 1897-0 MS 60 NGC. Very well struck and just a trifle scuffy, but 
exhibiting an intensity of luster that one doesn’t expect to see on an 
average mint state example of this late-date condition scarcity. 

449 1898 MS 65 NGC. Deep reddish-gold toning over both sides, light¬ 
ening only through a horizontal silvery-gray band across the reverse. 

450 1898 MS 65 Prooflike NGC. Bright, flashy, and uniformly brilliant. 
This untoned example comes very close to making the DMPL cate¬ 
gory. The cheek is especially clean, making the coin even more 
attractive. 


451 1898-0 MS 65 PCGS, satiny-white and very clean, save for a mark 
or two on the eagle's breast; and a 1902-0 MS 65 PCGS, well struck 
and exhibiting full, satiny brilliance. (Total: 2 coins) 

452 1898-0 MS 65 NGC. Untoned and satiny, with only a couple trivial 
facial marks precluding a superb rating. 

453 1898-0 MS 66 PCGS. Well struck, the slate-gray patina shows good 
underlying luster. 

454 1898-0 MS 66 PCGS. A pristine, silver-gray example that also dis¬ 
plays a bold strike for this later date New Orleans dollar. 

455 1898-0 MS 66 NGC. An even stronger strike than the preceding, 
with soft reddish-gold toning covering all but the very center of each 
side. 

456 1899-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike NGC. A few minor obverse 
contact marks Emit the grade on this mostly brilliant specimen. 

457 1899-S MS 63 Prooflike NGC. Lightly toned with subtle, but solid 
reflectivity in the fields and ample sharpness. 

458 1899-S MS 64 Prooflike NGC. An all-brilliant, virtually no-contrast 
example of this scarcer, late-date S-mint. 

459 1899-S MS 65 ProoOike PCGS. Untoned with moderate depth of 
reflectivity and few appreciable surface marks. A high-end and 
scarce late-date San Francisco dollar with prooflike qualities. 

460 1900 MS 65 PCGS, well defined and untoned; and a 1902-0 MS 65 
NGC, light, original violet colorations. (Total: 2 coins) 

461 1900-S MS 63 PCGS. Mosdy brilliant and well struck in the tell-tale 
areas over Liberty’s ear and on the eagle’s breast. 

462 1900-S MS 63 Prooflike NGC. A boldly struck example that is void 
of unsightly roller marks and combines brilliant centers with just a 
whisper of yellow-gold color about the margins. 

463 1900-S MS 65 Prooflike ANACS. A bit softly struck with brightly 
reflective fields and just a touch of peripheral golden-brown color. 

464 1901 AU 50 ANACS. Deep gray and golden toning over both sides. 
Well struck for this condition rarity. 

465 1901-S MS 63 PCGS. Brilliant and well struck but lackluster. 

466 1902 MS 65 NGC. Toned in deep, rich, original golden-rose and 
blue shades on the obverse, the reverse is a deep, gunmetal-blue 
color. Perfect for the collector who prefers attractively toned coins. 

467 1902 MS 65 Prooflike ANACS. Mostly brilliant except for a light bit 
of golden-orange peripheral color. The striking details are unusually 
strong and there is uncommon watery reflectivity in the fields. 
Minimally abraded and scarce as such. 

468 1902-0 MS 65 PCGS. A satiny gem overlaid in a light gray patina 
that shades to yellow-gold about the devices. 

469 1902-0 MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike PCGS. A fully struck, no-con¬ 
trast prooflike example of this late date O-mint. A small grease stain 
was struck into the obverse and another into the reverse, these being 
the only disturbance in the uniform brilliance of the coin. 

470 1902-S MS 64 PCGS. Good luster underlying the rich russet toning, 
just a trifle softly struck in the centers. 

471 1903 MS 65 Prooflike ANACS. Razor sharp with a hard, moderate¬ 
ly reflective sheen over both sides and coppery-gold peripheral 
color. Scarce with prooflike qualities. 

472 1903-0 MS 65 PCGS. An entirely original piece with russet and 
golden-orange colorations on each side. This is a coin with good eye 
appeal, for the toning specialist. 

473 1904-0 MS 64 Prooflike NGC, two coins, both brilliant with shim¬ 
mering, modestly reflective fields. (Total: 2 coins) 
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474 1904-S MS 64 PCGS. The obverse of this choice, well struck ‘04-S 
is toned light gray with splashes of soft reddish-gold here and there. 
On the reverse, speckled hues of lilac, blue-green, and russet blanket 
the near-gem surfaces. 

475 1921-D MS 65 PCGS. Speckled golden and sea-green toning covers 
the obverse. Strongly struck and a premium ‘21-D for the grade. 

476 1921-D MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant and frosted with clean surfaces. 
Weakly struck. 

CERTIFIED PROOF MORGAN DOLLARS 


477 1878 8TF PR 64 NGC. This date is decidedly scarce. Mintage esti¬ 
mates range from 250 to 500 pieces; yet, far fewer specimens are 
known today. Wayne Miller noted in 1982 that he had seen only 30 
pieces in fifteen years. Deeply toned, the surfaces display an overall 
navy-blue patina with a faint rust colored undertone. Well mirrored 
with no obvious imperfections, just a bit dark for some tastes. 

478 1879 PR 61 PCGS. Milky, mottled patina creates a noticeable hazi¬ 
ness over the watery surfaces and limits the effect of underlying 
hairlines. An affordable, if not too “lively” proof Morgan. 

479 1883 PR 63 NGC. Both sides display a slightly muted reflectivity 
from milky silvery-gray patina, shading to delicate gold about the 
devices. 

480 1893 PR 65 NGC. A splendid example of this more elusive date. 
The frosted devices lend a nice cameo appearance to this coin, that 
is accented by light golden toning on the central devices. The mir¬ 
rored fields are toned more heavily, in iridescent shades of blue, 
crimson, and gold. This proof has a natural beauty that is only accen¬ 
tuated by the dual cameo effect. Normal striking softness in the cen¬ 
ters restricts an even higher grade. From an original mintage of only 
792 proofs, few of which can be this colorful or attractive. 

481 1903 PR 64 NGC. Brightly mirrored surfaces, essentially untoned 
on either side. Far more flash than is generally seen on this late-date 
proof Morgan. A dazzling, no-contrast proof striking. 

CERTIFIED PEACE DOLLARS 


482 1921 AU Details—Net XF 45—Cleaned AN ACS; and a 1921 Unc 
Details—Net MS 60—Obverse Scratch ANACS. (Total: 2 coins) 

483 1922-D MS 64 PCGS. A brilliant borderline-gem that is just a trifle 
soft in obverse detail and which exhibits some of the normal die 
cracks. 

484 1922-D MS 66 NGC. Fully struck with superb luster. The obverse 
fields show considerable metal flow, giving that side a matte-like 
appearance. Conditionally rare. Population: 40 in 66, none finer. 

485 1923 MS 66 PCGS. Lightly toned in soft golden hues, with shim¬ 
mering mint brilliance and a near absence of blemishes. Quality such 
as this is far scarcer for a Peace dollar than for a Morgan. 

486 1923-S MS 64 PCGS. Toned in original, creamy gray-gold and sky- 
blue colors. Although not fully struck, this piece is far better than 


487 1924 MS 65 NGC. Bright, satiny, and essentially untoned. 

488 1924 MS 66 NGC. A superb, peripherally toned specimen that lists 
as its credentials vibrant luster, frosted, blemish-free central devices, 
and matchless eye appeal. 

489 1924-S MS 63 NGC. Pale violet obverse color, showing a normal 
(slightly weak) strike, above-average luster, and minimal marks. 
This coin is a very acceptable example of an issue that is elusive in 
finer grades. 

490 1924-S MS 64 PCGS. A scarcer, choice Peace dollar, untoned save 
for some speckled gray toning on the portrait. A few contact marks 
restrict the grade. 

491 1925 MS 65 PCGS. Brilliant and heavily frosted. 


492 1925 MS 65 NGC. Exceptionally clean, even for a ‘25-P which is 
known to come nicer than the average Peace dollar. A hint of gold¬ 
en patina is seen on each side. 

493 1925-S MS 63 NGC. Very well struck for a ‘25-S, with dabs of pale 
orange toning on either side. 

494 1926-D MS 65 NGC. Lustrous and fully detailed, the well preserved 
surfaces have acquired smoky-golden and gray-lilac accents on each 
side. 

495 1926-S MS 63 NGC. Fully brilliant with intense mint luster, but just 
a few too many marks to qualify for a higher grade. 

496 1926-S MS 64 PCGS. Fully brilliant with numerous die striations in 
the fields. 

497 1926-S MS 64 PCGS. Highly lustrous with a bit of light toning in 
the central areas. 

498 1926-S MS 65 PCGS. Clean, frosty surfaces are framed on the 
obverse in reddish-gold and steel-blue toning, light gold on the 
reverse. The lack of a full strike is more than atoned for by this 
gem’s shimmering luster and outstanding eye appeal. 

499 1927-D AU 58 ANACS, virtually complete luster, tiny dark spot at 
obverse edge at 10 o’clock; and a 1928-S MS 60 ANACS, untoned 
and without major marks. (Total: 2 coins) 

500 1927-S MS 63 NGC. Quite lustrous beneath a thin layer of golden 
patina. The ‘27-S is one of the quickest sells among moderately 
priced uncirculated Peace dollars. 

501 1927-S MS 64 PCGS. Well struck and quite clean overall beneath 
natural silver-gray patina along with speckled brown overtones. A 
low-mintage issue that is scarcely seen finer. 

502 1928 MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous, milky-hued surfaces with occasional 
toning spots about the peripheries. A near-gem example of this pop¬ 
ular key. 

503 1928-S MS 64 NGC. Frosty, highly lustrous surfaces with a bit of 
speckled golden toning through the centers. Only a light scrape on 
the neck precludes a gem rating. 

504 1928-S MS 64 NGC. Brightly lustrous beneath medium density 
golden-rose patina that is somewhat deeper in hue in the centers. 

505 1934 MS 64 PCGS. Bright, satiny surfaces that are completely 
untoned and show only minimal abrasions for a coin graded under 
the gem level. 

506 1934-D MS 65 NGC. A lovely, high-end example of this condition¬ 
ally scarce, late-date dollar. Fully struck, the surfaces show blushes 
of light golden color, minimal abrasions, and soft, frosted luster. 

507 1934-D MS 65 NGC. Lightly toned with underlying satin-like lus¬ 
ter. Sharply struck. 

508 1934-S MS 62 PCGS. A lustrous example of this key date Peace dol¬ 
lar. Well struck with lovely champagne-golden toning. Maned only 
by a long mark across the eagle’s plumage. 

509 1935 MS 65 ANACS. Bnght and satiny with just a touch of pale 
golden patina on each side, otherwise brilliant. A premium example 
of this late-date Peace dollar. 

510 1935 MS 65 NGC. Well struck with light, milky patina over both 
sides. There are no objectionable abrasions on either side of this 
satiny gem. 

CERTIFIED EISENHOWER DOLLARS 

511 1972 MS 65 PCGS. Delicate golden accents. One of the more diffi¬ 
cult Eisenhower issues in gem condition.

514 1979-D MS 67 PCGS. Soft golden patina atop pristine surfaces. Ms. 
Anthony, however, is not any more appealing. 

CERTIFIED PROOF SET 

515 An eight-piece 1880 proof set, from cent to dollar (both Trade 
and Morgan) that breaks down as follows: Cent—PR 65 Brown 
PCGS, faded red still in evidence, along with colorful iridescent 
undertones; Three-Cent Nickel—PR 65 PCGS, well mirrored with a 
blush of pale golden-orange on the portrait; Nickel—PR 65 PCGS, 
highly reflective surfaces accented in rose-gray peripheral color; 
Dime—PR 65 PCGS, deep russet and olive-gray toning; Quarter— 
PR 64 PCGS, a near-gem draped in steel-blue, violet, and charcoal- 
gray toning; Half Dollar—PR 64 PCGS, also deeply toned, this with 
irregular burnt-gold and sea-green shadings on the obverse, dark 
gray reverse; Trade Dollar—PR 64 PCGS, gorgeous rich iridescent 
toning under mirror surfaces that still sparkle despite the intensity of 
the color; and a Morgan Dollar—PR 65 NGC, a strict, wholly orig¬ 
inal gem that is draped on both sides in steel-violet, antique-gold, 
and various deep iridescent shades. (Total: 8 coins) 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE GOLD 

516 1903 Louisiana Purchase/Jefferson MS 65 NGC. Razor sharp 
with a bright, satiny finish and a soft greenish-gold tint about the 
margins. A high-end gem example. 

517 1903 Louisiana Purchase/McKinley MS 63 ANACS. A shimmering, 
well defined example that is just a few pinpoint marks in the fields 
from choice or even gem quality. 

518 1904 Lewis and Clark MS 64 PCGS. A shimmering borderline 
gem, fully struck and just a trivial minuscule mark or two from full 
65 quality. One of the most difficult gold commemoratives at this 
grade level. 

519 1915-S Panama-Pacific Gold Dollar MS 62 PCGS. A clean coin for 
the grade but a bit lackluster. 

520 1916 McKinley MS 63 PCGS. A colorful orange-gold and lilac 
example of this popular gold coin that commemorates the life of the 
slain President McKinley, the last president to serve in the Civil War. 

521 1917 McKinley MS 63 PCGS. Swirling mint luster with hints of 
golden-orange toning on either side. The scarcer of the two 
McKinley issues. Trends $1,050. 

522 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 62 PCGS. Bright, lustrous surfaces with 
a couple of milling marks on each side. 

523 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous orange-gold sur¬ 
faces. 

524 1926 Sesquicentennial MS 64 PCGS. Extremely lustrous with a few 
light coppery alloy stains that are most noticeable on the reverse. 

CERTIFIED GOLD DOLLARS 


525 1854 Type One MS 63 PCGS. Fully struck and lustrous. 

526 1854 Type Two AU 58 NGC. Well defined on both sides with very 
little of the normally seen softness in the centers. Faint die clashing 
and a few light marks on the reverse. 

527 1889 MS 61 NGC. Sharply struck with unusually bright surfaces. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLES 

528 1842-C XF 40 PCGS. It is unlikely that more than 50 1842-C quar¬ 
ter eagles have survived in all grades, with pieces seldom found bet¬ 
ter than Fine or Very Fine. As usual, this piece is weakly struck in 
the centers. Only a couple of facial marks are worthy of mention. 
Trends $2,600. 

529 1855 MS 62 PCGS. Heavy polish from reworked dies gives this coin 
interesting semi-prooflike surfaces. Boldly struck in most areas and 
quite clean, with aspirations to a higher grade. 

530 1861 MS 62 NGC. Bright, lustrous surfaces and sharply struck 
throughout with a number of small contact marks that account for 
the grade. 

531 1878-S MS 63 PCGS. Satiny with rich reddish patina over both sides 
and evidence of die rust on the portrait. The most available S-mint 
quarter eagle of thjs type in uncirculated condition (none were mint¬ 
ed after 1879), but still a true scarcity at this level. 

532 1879 MS 62 PCGS. Satiny with razor sharp detail throughout. A 
high-end example of this scarcer 1870s issue, not often encountered 
in grades higher than MS 62. 

533 1890 MS 62 PCGS. Orange-tinted surfaces exhibit the normal 
reflective brilliance of this briefly minted (8,720 pieces) issue. High- 
end quality and a true scarcity in mint state. 

534 1905 MS 62 NGC. A clean, sharply struck coin that shows consid¬ 
erable luster. A conservatively graded example. 

CERTIFIED PROOF LIBERTY QUARTER EAGLE 

535 1896 PR 64 PCGS. As one might expect, proof 1896 quarter eagles 
are rare. Only 132 pieces were originally struck, and one estimate 
places the number of survivors at somewhere around 45 coins. This 
is an especially choice example that shows unfathomably deep mir¬ 
rors in the fields. The devices are heavily frosted and the resultant 
cameo contrast is very attractive. Reddish patina overlays each side 
of this lovely near-gem. While there are a few minor hairlines and 
contact marks, the depth of mirrored reflectivity and field-to-device 
contrast tends to overshadow any defects seen on this handsome 
piece of proof gold. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN QUARTER EAGLES 

536 1911 MS 63 NGC. Sharply struck with an abundance of rich gold 
patina and few appreciable marks. 

537 1925-D MS 62 NGC. Bright and lustrous with a few stray hairlines 
on the reverse limiting the grade. 

538 1925-D MS 62 PCGS. Free from any ill-placed or serious blemish¬ 
es, the reddish-gold surfaces show only slight softness of strike on 
the eagle’s wing. 

539 1925-D MS 62 PCGS. Original and frosty, being kept from a higher 
grade level by minor field marks. 

540 1926 MS 61 PCGS. A bold strike, tinted in rich golden hues. 

541 1927 MS 63 PCGS. Richly colored surfaces that are overall quite 
clean, but reveal a noticeable luster break in the reverse field at the 
left. 

CERTIFIED THREE-DOLLAR GOLD PIECES 


542 1854 XF 45 NGC. Moderately worn for this first year issue and 
exhibiting pale yellow-gold color. 

543 1860-S VF 25 NGC. Typically worn surfaces that are free from any 
distractions during its lengthy stay in circulation. Scarce in all 
grades, the initial mintage of 7,000 coins contained many pieces 
deemed underweight, and 2,592 such coins were melted in 1869. 
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544 1874 AU 50 NGC. Minimally worn and at least partially lustrous, 
with delicate reddish patina about the margins. 

545 1874 AU 58 PCGS. The prooflike obverse magnifies the modest 
friction in the fields. The reverse is satiny and exhibits full luster. 

546 1878 MS 61 NGC. As with most examples of this common date 
three, the luster is thick and heavily frosted, swirling around the coin 
as it is tilted beneath a light. A few marks, but overall a nice type 
coin for the grade. 

CERTIFIED FOUR-DOLLAR GOLD PIECE 


547 1880 Flowing Hair Stella, Judd-1659, Pollock-1859, R.7, PR 64 

NGC. Struck in aluminum with a reeded edge. This is a lovely, 
multi-hued example of this perennial favorite, collector coin. Struck 
to facilitate international trade, the copper and aluminum variants of 
the Stella are presentable and more affordable examples of the stan¬ 
dard gold four-dollar issue. Very lightly hairlined, the surfaces have 
taken on a subtle iridescence that is most attractive, and the coin is 
free from any mentionable abrasions. 

CERTIFIED EARLY HALF EAGLE 


548 1807 Bust Left AU 50 PCGS. Very sharply struck on each side with 

deep reddish-orange color surrounding the devices and significant 
portions of mint luster remaining. The only mentionable detractions 
are a couple of shallow scratches in the left obverse field. 

CERTIFIED CLASSIC HALF EAGLE 


549 1838 XF 45 PCGS. Strongly struck centers with attractive, reddish- 

tinged surfaces. Final year of the Oassic Head type and the scarcest 
of the P-mints. 


CERTIFIED LIBERTY HALF EAGLES 


550 1843-D XF 40 ANACS. Strongly struck in all areas, with a notice¬ 
able olive-green tint in the protected portions. A few stray marks are 
seen here and there, none too serious for the grade. One of the more 
easily locatable Dahlonega half eagles. 

551 1844 AU 58 NGC. A lustrous green-gold example that is boldly 
struck in all areas and is just the lightest scuffiness in the fields from 
uncirculated. Elusive in mint state. 

552 1850-D XF 40 PCGS. Better-than-average grade for this condition¬ 
ally rare D-mint half eagle. Both sides display a unique coppery- 
gold patina about the devices and, while not especially well defined 
in the centers, the mintmark is quite bold. 

553 1856-D XF 40 NGC. Softly struck in the centers, and quite clean 
overall with the only mentionable defect being a small planchet 
flake out of the left obverse field. Small bits of luster cab still be seen 
around the devices. The ‘56-D has the lowest mintage of any D-mint 
five from the sixteen years preceding it, with only 19,786 pieces 
struck. 

554 1861 AU 58 NGC. Abarely circulated example of this popular Civil 
War date. Good luster with a bold strike and no serious marks. 

555 1873 Open 3 MS 61 PCGS. Well struck, especially on the obverse, 
with partially bright fields. An underrated issue, most often seen in 
VF to XF grades. 

556 1881 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny with vibrant luster and outlines of green- 
golden patina about the obverse periphery. 

557 1881/0 AU 50 PCGS. Lustrous orange-gold surfaces. A high grade 
example of this rare overdate, the lower right loop of the 0 clearly 
extends up from the base of the 1. Interestingly, a squiggly lint mark 
appears above the same numeral. 

558 1884 MS 63 NGC. Glowing satiny brilliance overlaid in reddish- 
gold patina. Only a few shallow marks are noticed in the fields, the 
only deterrent to a higher grade. An often overlooked P-mint, the 
1884 is second in mint state scarcity only to the tiny mintage 1889 
among Philadelphia half eagles from this decade. 


559 1886 MS 62 PCGS. A difficult issue in mint state, with those seen 
often exhibiting prooflike qualities. This is a frosty, non-prooflike 
example with slight reddish tinged peripheries. 

560 1886-S MS 62 PCGS. Satiny with lovely pinkish-rose patina in the 
recessed areas, shading to green-gold peripherally. 

561 1891 MS 62 PCGS. Pale golden surfaces that exhibit a more vibrant 
luster on the reverse. An elusive, low-mintage P-mint five that has a 
small but evenly distributed number of survivors in mint state 

562 1892-S MS 62 PCGS. Just about as difficult in uncirculated as the 
‘92-S silver dollar, only fewer collectors are striving to complete a 
set of Liberty half eagles. This piece exhibits bright luster and pleas¬ 
ing, rich golden color. Population: 15 in 62, only 5 finer. 

563 1893 MS 62 PCGS. Lightly marked with a pleasing, satiny finish 
and frosty features. 

564 1893-S MS 62 NGC. Well struck, the subdued satiny luster is free 
from any appreciable marks and displays a light pinkish caste. 

565 1900 MS 62 PCGS. Vibrant, satiny luster and only modest abra- 


566 1900 MS 62 NGC. Bright in appearance with thick, satiny brilliance. 

567 1904 MS 62 PCGS. Well defined and quite lustrous for the grade. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN HALF EAGLES 


568 1908 MS 63 PCGS. A select example of this always-popular first 
year of issue for the incuse design Indian half eagle. The surfaces are 
bright and satiny with a light reddish tinge and are remarkably clean 
for this usually heavily abraded type. 

569 1909-D MS 64 NGC. Frosty and wholly original, with an almost 
matte appearance to the surfaces. Perfect for type purposes. 

570 1911 AU 50 NGC. Light in color with several field marks noted on 
the reverse. 

571 1911 AU 58 NGC. Frosty and basically mark-free, but just a touch 
of rub limits the grade. 

572 1913 MS 63 PCGS. Quite lustrous with attractive orange-gold 
peripheral accents on the obverse and only a few minor marks. 

573 1914-S MS 62 PCGS. One of the true condition rarities in the Indian 
half eagle series, with only a tiny percentage surviving in uncircu¬ 
lated grades. Well struck, the bright, lustrous surfaces show minimal 
abrasions. 

CERTIFIED LIBERTY EAGLES 

574 1854-S AU 55 PCGS. Bright surfaces that are lightly abraded 
throughout. Well struck in the centers with some weakness on the 
stars. Trends $1,775. 

575 1868 AU 50 PCGS. While a scarce coin in all grades with an origi¬ 
nal mintage of only 10,630 pieces, the 1868 becomes a significant 
collector item at the AU grade level with very few coins known 
above AU 50—no mint state examples have been certified by either 
service. This is a well struck piece that does not have any singularly 
distracting marks and shows gray-rose tinted patina over both sides. 
Trends $2,200. 

576 1882-S MS 61 PCGS. Well struck with superb pinkish-tinged mint 
luster. Fairly scarce in mint state and seldom found any finer than the 
present example. 

577 1888-S MS 62 NGC. Attractive orange-gold color with light olive 
tinting at the rims. Premium uncirculated quality for this issue. 
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1891- CC MS 61 NGC. Breen-7035, Double Punched CC. A rare 
variety, some eleven years ago it was thought that perhaps only 4-5 
of this variety existed. Sharply struck and fully lustrous with light 
yellow-gold color. 

1892- 0 MS 61 PCGS. Minor scuffiness on the obverse. One of the 
more available New Orleans tens in mint state, with an impressive¬ 
ly low mintage of only 28,688 pieces. 

1893- S MS 62 PCGS. Boldly detailed with scattered obverse marks 
being the only deterrent to a higher grade. An overlooked scarcity in 
this condition and almost never located finer. 

1895-S AU 53 PCGS. An elusive, long overlooked S-mint eagle and 
one that is especially difficult to locate in AU condition. This is a 
well struck coin that retains most of the original mint luster. 

1899 MS 62 NGC. Extremely clean for the grade, displaying a bright 
satiny sheen over both sides. 

1900 MS 62 PCGS. Soft frosted luster with splashes of pale orange 
patina visible on each side. 

1901 MS 62 PCGS. Typically sharp and flashy, with claims to a 
higher grade. 

1901 MS 64 PCGS. An attractive near-gem example of this popular 
type coin. The striking details are fully brought up beneath a virtu¬ 
ally complete coating of orange-gold color. 

1901-S MS 64 PCGS. A shimmering, borderline-gem example. 
Both sides display sparkling cartwheel luster, original, yellow-gold 
color, and super-clean surfaces for the grade. 

1901-S MS 64 PCGS. Lustrous, the flash is somewhat subdued by 
attractive, light orange and green toning. The fields are relatively 
clean for an MS 64. 

1904-0 MS 62 PCGS. Sharply detailed in all areas except for a few 
of the obverse stars. An above-average mint state example, seldom 
found finer. 

1906-0 MS 61 PCGS. Richly colored with satiny luster and a gen¬ 
erally strong strike for this final year O-mint ten. 

1907 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous and satiny, with scattered field marks. 

1907 MS 63 PCGS. A select final year issue that is overlaid on both 
sides in rich golden-orange patina. 

CERTIFIED INDIAN EAGLES 


1907 No Motto MS 63 PCGS. A trifle soft across the curls over 
Liberty’s ear, as is characteristic for the 1907 No Motto, with shim¬ 
mering green-gold surfaces and only a few scattered marks. 

1907 No Motto MS 63 NGC. Well struck for this first year issue, 
with vibrant, satin-like fields and appealing green-gold peripheral 
color. 

1908 No Motto MS 62 PCGS. The green-gold surfaces exhibit a 
soft, frosted appearance and are typically weak on the central hair 
curls. One of a mere 33,500 pieces struck of this scarcer second year 
issue. 

1909-S MS 62 NGC. Bright, satiny luster with terrific color and 
flash for the grade. Mint state survivors of this issue are scarce, but 
tend to come nice. 

1910 MS 62 PCGS. Pleasing, satm-like surfaces with excellent 
sharpness on the highpoints. 

1915 MS 62 PCGS. Original surfaces, quite frosty and just a few 
scattered field marks on the reverse from higher quality. 

1932 MS 62 PCGS. Lustrous golden-orange surfaces. 


599 1932 MS 62 PCGS. Another richly colored, golden-orange specimen 
that just misses select quality. 

600 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Slightly muted luster with a few marks on the 
obverse. 

601 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Vibrant luster with a dash of orange patina here 
and there. 

602 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Satiny and quite nice for the grade, because of 
the creaminess of the surfaces and the attractive original color. 

603 1932 MS 63 PCGS. Reasonably well struck with a few pinpoint 
facial marks and uniform pinkish-gold color. 

604 1932 MS 63 PCGS. An average coin for the grade with a few tiny 
marks and luster grazes, and slightly subdued mint luster.

605 1851 XF 45 PCGS. Well struck with some remaining luster, marred 
only by a couple of minor surface marks. One of the more affordable 
Type One twenties in this grade. 

606 1851-0 AU 50 PCGS. The most common of the New Orleans dou¬ 
ble eagles, but in a condition that exceeds the standard fare. Lustrous 
green-gold surfaces with typical light abrasions in the obverse fields. 

607 1873 Open 3 MS 61 PCGS. Well struck and light in color with a few 
small marks on the obverse that are consistent with the grade. 

608 1876-S MS 61 NGC. A fully lustrous coin that comes very close to 
a 62 grade and, as such, is far above average for the typical, mint 
state 1876-S twenty. 

609 1877 AU 58 NGC. Just a bit scuffy on the obverse, with dazzling 
mint luster in the more protected areas. Popular first year of the Type 
Three design. 

610 1879-S AU 58 NGC. Fully lustrous with numerous abrasions equal¬ 
ly distributed over both sides. 

611 1885-S MS 62 PCGS. Fully lustrous with appealing, original color. 
The vast majority of uncirculated 1885-S double eagles don’t mea¬ 
sure up to this attractive coin. 

612 1885-S MS 62 PCGS. A second uncirculated example of this slight¬ 
ly better S-mint. This piece is frostier in appearance with pale gold¬ 
en color over both sides. 

613 1890-CC AU 58 ANACS. A popular Carson City issue with the 
appearance of a mint state coin but just a trace of wear. 

614 1895-S MS 62 PCGS. Pleasing, original color and luster, with the 
grade kept in check by obverse field marks. 

CERTIFIED SAINT-GAUDENS DOUBLE EAGLES 


615 1908 No Motto MS 62 PCGS. Richly colored with numerous light 
field marks. 

616 1922 MS 64 PCGS. Pale, yellow-gold colorations. Nice and satiny, 
with loads of cartwheel luster on both sides. This is an especially 
desirable coin due to the ranty and price increase of gem examples. 

617 1927 MS 65 PCGS. Blazing mint luster, as often encountered on this 
well produced Philadelphia issue. 

CERTIFIED COMMEMORATIVE SILVER 


618 1893 Isabella Quarter MS 64 PCGS. A high-end, original example 
that is toned a light silver-gray with deeper sea-green and russet hues 
in the protected areas. 

619 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 63 NGC. Toned a deep golden-gray 
across the obverse, with charcoal-gray peripheral accents showing 
on each side. 
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620 1900 Lafayette Dollar MS 63 PCGS. Lustrous surfaces with a light 
layer of gray-golden patina on the obverse, the reverse exhibits a 
deeper gray and charcoal toning configuration. Trends $1,500. 

621 1921 Alabama MS 60 PCGS. Alight layer of golden patina has gath¬ 
ered over each side. A few slide marks on Kilby's cheek limit the 
grade. 

622 1921 Alabama 2x2 MS 64 PCGS. This coin displays the typical mint 
luster that this issue is known for, and is accented by a hint of pale 
silver-gray toning. A lovely, near-gem Alabama with only a few 
small marks on the cheek of Kilby. 

623 1936 Albany MS 65 PCGS. The obverse is draped in rose-gray and 
yellow-gold patina. 

624 1937 Antietam MS 67 NGC. A popular Civil War commemorative 
that is known to come very nice, but this exemplary piece surpasses 
the typical gem. Both sides are immaculately preserved and tinted 
about the outer portions in delicate rose-gold hues. 

625 1935 Arkansas PDS Set ANACS, the P-mmt is MS 63, the D-mint 
and S-mint are MS 62, all are essentially untoned. A set for the bud¬ 
get-minded collector. (Total: 3 coins) 

626 1936-D Arkansas MS 63 PCGS, untoned with muted luster; 1937 
Arkansas MS 64 NGC, dull silver-gray appearance; and a 1938-S 
Arkansas MS 63 PCGS, medium charcoal-gray patina. (Total: 3 
coins) 

627 1936-D Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. Original and frosty with iridescent 
peripheral toning outlining the reverse. 

628 1938-D Arkansas MS 66 PCGS. An outstanding example of this tiny 
mintage issue. The surfaces are remarkably clean and framed in 
appealing gray-golden toning. Population: 23 in 66, 5 higher. 

629 1938 Arkansas PDS Set grading MS 63, MS 64, and MS 63 respec¬ 
tively. All exhibit mottled gray toning about the outer portions and 
are certified by NGC. (Toti: 3 coins) 

630 1939-D Arkansas MS 63 NGC. A scarcer date showing subdued lus¬ 
ter under layers of original patination.. 

631 1939-S Arkansas MS 64 PCGS. Both sides are toned in monied gray 
and pastel-violet shades. 

632 1939-S Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Both sides are lightly toned in silver- 
gray and antique-golden shades. Elusive final year of issue, one of 
just 2,105 pieces struck. 

633 1939-S Arkansas MS 65 NGC. Scarce as the final year of issue, this 
nicely preserved coin is white and very clean. 

634 1936-S Bay Bridge MS 65 ANACS. A clean, if a bit lackluster spec¬ 
imen, toned a steel-golden color overall. 

635 1935-S Boone MS 64 PCGS, muted, silver-gray luster; 1937-S 
Boone MS 64 NGC, bright golden toning; and a 1925 Maine MS 62 
PCGS, bright and essentially untoned. (Total: 3 coins) 

636 1936 Boone MS 65 NGC; and a 1936-D Boone MS 65 NGC, the lat¬ 
ter overlaid in pale gray-violet patina (Total: 2 coins) 

637 1936 Boone MS 66 NGC. The thick satiny luster shows barely any 
color except at the borders. Exceptional quality and a good value. 

638 1936 Boone PDS Set MS 66 NGC. All three coins are virtually 
mark-free and lightly toned in pastel shades. A well balanced gem 
set of Boone commemoratives. (Total: 3 coins) 

639 1937 Boone MS 64 NGC, speckled gray toning here and there; 1936 
Elgin MS 64 NGC, silvery, satiny brilliance; and a 1936 Long Island 
MS 64 NGC, highly lustrous with suggestions of golden peripheral 
color. (Total: 3 coins) 

640 1937-S Boone MS 65 PCGS. Light gray pauna deepens to reddish- 
gold about the peripheries. A high-end gem Boone commemorative. 


641 1938 Boone MS 65 NGC. A gem example with a hint of rich gold¬ 
en toning, mostly seen in the peripheral areas. Final year of this pop¬ 
ular design and one of just 2,100 pieces struck. 

642 1936 Bridgeport MS 64 PCGS. Mottled russet and blue toning 
frames each side. 

643 1925-S California MS 65 ANACS. Highly lustrous and draped in 
coppery-gold and rose toning, with an occasional dash of iridescent 
blue. 

644 1936 Columbia MS 64 PCGS. Soft, even luster with just a hint of 
toning on both sides. A very pleasing (and lately affordable) exam¬ 
ple. 

645 1936-D Columbia MS 66 NGC. Untoned with virtually flawless, 
satiny-white surfaces. 

646 1936 Columbia PDS Set MS 64 PCGS. Fully lustrous with traces of 
light peripheral color on a couple of the coins. Some spotty, colorful 
toning is seen on the reverse of the D-mint. (Total: 3 coins) 

647 1892 Columbian MS 63 NGC, exceptionally bright and sharp for the 
grade; 1893 Columbian MS 62 PCGS; and an 1893 Columbian MS 
63 PCGS, typically toned about the borders. (Total: 3 coins) 

648 1892 Columbian MS 64 Deep Mirror Prooflike ANACS. Very light¬ 
ly toned with deeply reflective fields. 

649 1892 Columbian MS 65 PCGS. Moderately toned in gray and steel- 
violet shades, with more colorful flashes of burnt-orange and bluish- 
green clinging to the devices. 

650 1892 Columbian MS 65 NGC. Deeply toned obverse colors of steel- 
violet and blue, while the frosty, untoned central areas of the reverse 
are framed in reddish-gold and blue. 

651 1936 Delaware MS 64 PCGS. An attractive mix of golden-rose and 
sky-blue patina is spread across both sides. 

652 1936 Delaware MS 66 PCGS. Splendid quality for this issue, being 
almost totally free of bothersome contact marks on the church and 
sails. Light, attractive golden-gray patina overlays the lustrous sur¬ 
faces. 

653 1936 Delaware MS 66 NGC. Another superb quality example, this 
piece is fully brilliant and nearly free from contact marks on the 
wide open central devices. 

654 1936 Elgin MS 66 NGC. Exceptionally clean, satiny surfaces under 
a blanket of rose-gray, violet, and reddish-gold toning. Particularly 
nice, even for an Elgin. 

655 1922 Grant MS 62 PCGS. A quite lustrous, essentially mark-free 
coin. Sunset purple and gold colors are present on each side. A con¬ 
servatively graded example of this popular issue. 

656 1922 Grant MS 63 PCGS. Fully brilliant and much above average 
for the grade. 

657 1922 Grant with Star MS 64 PCGS. An originally toned, border¬ 
line gem example of one of the most difficult comments to obtain at 
the gem level. This coin would fit nicely into the finest set of com¬ 
ments as it has the overall appearance of a coin that grades higher. 

658 1935 Hudson MS 64 NGC. Frosty surfaces reflect some pastel-vio¬ 
let color on the obverse, the reverse is essentially brilliant. Virtually 
no contact marks are visible. 

659 1924 Huguenot MS 66 NGC. A satiny, well frosted example that 
exhibits occasional rose-gray patina and only a few minor milling 
marks above the sails. 


660 1925 Lexington MS 61 ANACS, milky-golden toning; 1936 Long 

Island MS 63 PCGS, subdued, dull appearance; and a 1951-S 
Booker T. Washington MS 65 NGC, bright and untoned. (Total: 3 
coins)

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1918 Lincoln MS 65 NGC. Another untoned gem Lincoln which, 
like most pre-1930 silver commemoratives, is more often than not 
found in circulated to average uncirculated grades. 

1918 Lincoln MS 66 PCGS. A frosty, superb quality specimen dis¬ 
playing a dab of reddish-gold toning on Lincoln’s nose, undoubted¬ 
ly struck during the cold and flu season. 

1936 Long Island MS 65 NGC. Extremely lustrous with speckled 
golden “tab” toning from years residence in its original cardboard 
holder. 

1936 Long Island MS 65 NGC. Rich copper-gold toning clings to 
the devices. 

1936 Long Island MS 66 ANACS. Very frosty with colorful russet 
and violet toning outlining the portraits and a more evenly dispersed 
golden hue on the reverse. 

1936 Long Island MS 66 ANACS. Mottled golden-russet and rose- 
violet toning overlays vibrant surfaces. 

1934 Maryland MS 65 NGC. Smoky-gray and multicolored irides¬ 
cent toning covers the coin with some frosted luster visible beneath. 
Well struck as usual for this issue. 

1934 Maryland MS 66 PCGS. A superb, mostly brilliant example, 
free of noticeable abrasions and exhibiting strong definition on Lord 
Calvert’s portrait. 

1923-S Monroe MS 62 PCGS, moderately toned, particularly on the 
obverse; 1925 Stone Mountain MS 64 PCGS, original patina covers 
each side; and a 1927 Vermont MS 62 PCGS, essentially untoned 
with a few minor contact marks. (Total: 3 coins) 

1938 New Rochelle MS 67 PCGS. Incredibly preserved, with stun¬ 
ning green-gold and orange toning from years of storage in an orig¬ 
inal card of issue. Few New Rochelle half dollars could match this 
lovely piece for quality and eye appeal. 

1936 Norfolk MS 66 PCGS. A pristine silver-gray example. On 
average, one of the best preserved commemorative issues. 

1926-S Oregon MS 64 PCGS, partially layered in soft yellow-gold 
toning; 1925 Stone Mountain MS 64 PCGS, bright untoned surfaces 
with the eye appeal of a gem; and a 1934 Texas MS 64 PCGS, 
milky-lilac and golden-gray patina covers both sides. (Total: 3 coins) 

1926-S Oregon MS 65 NGC. Colorful rose, orange, and blue irides¬ 
cence outlines highly lustrous surfaces. 

1928 Oregon MS 66 NGC. Streaky golden and pale violet toning 
gently overlays vibrant, satiny surfaces. An especially fine example 
of this low-mintage second year of the Oregon type. 

1933- D Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Superb quality for this popular 
Depression-era issue, with both sides draped in lovely gray-violet 
and golden patina. 

1934- D Oregon MS 64 NGC, mostly brilliant and satiny; 1936-D 
San Diego MS 65 NGC, a frosty gem; 1934 Texas MS 64 NGC, 
bright satiny luster; and a 1949-S Booker T. Washington MS 66 
NGC, semi-prooflike with traces of golden toning at the edges. 
(Total: 4 coins) 

1934-D Oregon MS 65 PCGS. Original and deeply lustrous, with 
occasional russet toning about the devices. 

1937- D Oregon MS 67 NGC. A nearly flawless Oregon that is tint¬ 
ed in soft steel-violet hues through the centers and is accented by a 
touch of reddish-orange iridescence at the margins. 

1938 Oregon MS 66 NGC. One of only 6,006 pieces originally mint¬ 
ed examples of this date. Very affordable in this condition at today's 
levels. Moderately toned overall. 

1938- D Oregon MS 66 PCGS. Virtually blemish-free with a bright, 
satiny sheen and, save for a speck of toning below the left wagon 
wheel, completely brilliant. 


681 1938-D Oregon MS 66 PCGS. A well struck, blemish-free example. 
A hint of light toning covers deeply lustrous surfaces. 

682 1938-S Oregon MS 66 NGC. A bright, well struck piece that dis¬ 
plays a light golden tone that is beginning to form over both sides. 
Mintage of just 6,006 pieces. 

683 1936 Rhode Island MS 65 NGC. Bright and lustrous with some 
streaky charcoal toning on the reverse. 

684 1936-D Rhode Island MS 65 NGC. Strictly original and bordering 
on superb quality, displaying a moderate amount of charcoal-gray 
toning on both sides. 

685 1935-S San Diego MS 65 PCGS; and 1936-D San Diego MS 65 
PCGS, both brilliant, as are the majority of this once-hoarded type. 
(Total: 2 coins) 

686 1935-S San Diego MS 65 PCGS. Excellent luster and showing some 
smoky-golden toning over each side. Minimally abraded on the 
highpoints. 

687 1935-S San Diego MS 66 PCGS. Only the obverse is toned on this 
pristine example, that being in deep, uniform shade of golden-violet. 

688 1936-D San Diego MS 66 PCGS . A splendid, high-end example that 
combines a relatively strong strike with lovely multicolored toning 
gracing both sides. 

689 1925 Stone Mountain MS 62 ANACS. Breen-7461 Doubled 
Obverse Die. Breen notes this variety is “very rare.” A lightly toned 
example that displays subdued, silver-gray luster. 

690 1937-D Texas MS 65 NGC. Bright silvery-gray surfaces and show¬ 
ing no color to speak of. A clean, conservatively graded, and attrac¬ 
tive type coin. 

691 1938-D Texas MS 66 PCGS. Superb, milky-hued surfaces with bits 
of orange and green iridescence about the obverse periphery. Scarce, 
final year issue. 

692 1927 Vermont MS 65 PCGS. Unlike the majority of higher grade 
pieces that range from lightly to deeply toned, this coin is fully bril¬ 
liant and exhibits outstanding luster. 

693 1927 Vermont MS 65 PCGS. An original, high-end example that is 
highlighted by attractive olive-gold and gray-violet toning. 

694 1927 Vermont MS 65 PCGS. Both sides have taken on attractive, 
light rose-golden toning with several darker russet streaks across 
Allen’s cheek. 

695 1946 Booker T. Washington MS 66 NGC. Delicate gold and light 
violet toning enhance the well struck surfaces. 

696 1936 Wisconsin MS 66 NGC. Nearly flawless, with shimmering 
mint luster and delicate golden highlights on both obverse and 
reverse. 

697 1936 Wisconsin MS 66 NGC. Virtually untoned with myriad die 
polishing marks in the fields and an attractive look overall. 

698 1936 York MS 65 NGC. Gem quality, as usual for this issue, dis¬ 
playing occasional golden color on each side.

699 1855 Kellogg & Co. Twenty-Dollar VF 35 PCGS. Short Arrows. 

K-3b, R.5. The 3b variety can also be distinguished by the O in CO 
being buried in Liberty’s hair. This is a bright, borderline XF exam¬ 
ple with strong central details, but some softness noted on the 
peripheral stars. There is just a bit of light reddish color about the 
margins and numerous surface marks are peppered across each side. 
Listed on page 286 of the 1997 Guide Book. 
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700 1852 Wass Molitor Ten-DoUar, Large Head XF 40 PCGS. K-4, 

R.5. Light to medium abrasions on the obverse with a very clean 
reverse. The coin is a side to side study in contrasts, mostly as a 
result of the obverse die having been cut too deeply. This caused the 
obverse to be much stronger detailed while the reverse is ill-defined. 
Much deep red color is also noted surrounding the devices on the 
obverse. Overall an attractive example of this historic territorial gold 
coin. Listed on page 284 of the 1997 Guide Book. 

CERTIFIED COINS OF HAWAII 


701 1883 Hawaii Half Dollar MS 63 PCGS. Semi-prooflike on the 
obverse, satiny on the reverse, a lightly toned specimen. An interest¬ 
ing coinage for the island of Hawaii, issued only in this year by King 
Kalakaua I. Struck by the United States mint at San Francisco. 
Originally, 700,000 half dollars were struck, but 612,245 were 
recalled and melted, thus making this a scarce issue. 

CERTIFIED PATTERNS 

702 1868 One-Cent, Judd-608, Pollock-673, R.5, PR 64 NGC. Liberty 
head design, similar to that used on regular issue three-cent nickels, 
with a Roman numeral one in a laurel wreath on the reverse. Struck 
in nickel with a plain edge. Mostly brilliant and just a faint hairline 
on the reverse from gem quality. 

703 1870 Standard Silver Dime, Judd-856, Pollock-936, R.7, PR 62 
NGC. Standard Silver issue with the central device on the obverse 
featuring Liberty facing right wearing a cap ornamented with three 
stars, the motto below, and UNITED STATES OF AMERICA above. 
The reverse has 10 CENTS in the center, surrounded by a wreath of 
oak and laurel, STANDARD SILVER above, and 1870 below. 
Struck in silver with a plain edge. Lightly hairlined beneath milky- 
gray and violet patina.
